Who Did, 


- PROOFS OF THE HISTORY 
WERE READ BY SAMPSON 


Man-Who-Was-Not-at-Santiago De- 
clares That Schley’s Account 
of the Fight Was Not — 
Truthful—He Wants 
Investigation. 


Boston, July 22.—Referring to Maclay’s 
aval history, which has been criticised 
On account of statements considered ob- 
jectionable, Rear Admiral Sampson, in 
an interview today, said: 

“In ane way, possibly, I was responsi- 
ble for the statements made in the his- 
tory. I was commander in chief of the 
squadron, and was responsible so far 
as reading the proofs goes. if the his- 
torian has taken facts from my official 
reports to the navy department, that is 
all well and good. I stand by first re- 
ports and official communications. 

Sampsen Wants Investigation. 


“I would welcome an investigation of 
this whole matter by congress or by the 
navy department,” he said, “but I see 
no hope of its being taken up. 

“Schley’s first statement regarding the 
battle of Santiago,’’ continued the admir- 
al, “was moderately correct. The in- 
terviews given out sometime afterwards 
were *0t at all correct. They were en- 
tirely different from his first accounts, 
and were written in a different spirit, I 
think. An interview purporting to have 
come from Admiral Schley published, I 
believe, on January 6th, was entirely in- 
correct. Soon after this statement ap- 

eared in print he came aboard my ship 
and told«me that he had been incorrectly 
} quoted. The reporter to whom the in- 
terview was granted was a friend of 
mine, and he afterwards told me that he 
had published Schley’s words precisely as 
théy had teén spoken.” 

Wainwright Makes. Statement. 


Washington July 22.—Commander Wain- 
wright, commandant of the United States 
naval academy, under date of July 20th 
has made the following reply to the navy 
department’s inquiry concerning the use 
of Maclay’s history: 

‘“‘Having seen so much in the papers in 
regard to the third volume of Maclay’s 
naval history. and having received also 
an Official letter from you on the sub- 
ect t t right to vou i os- 
session of a full knowledge of the case 
as existing at the naval academy. 

“There has been no proposition to adopt 
this third volume as a textbook or refer- 
ence book, either from the head of depart- 
ment of English, the academic board, 
or any person within my knowledge. There 
is nu intention here of requiring the ca- 
dets to study the history of such recent 
events as the Spanish-American war, end 
their time is tog limited to require them 
to study a full volume on any one war. 

‘‘Maclay’s naval history was adopted 
with the consent of the department in 
1893, when the English course here was 
extended beyond its former limits. 

“This intention not to adopt the third 
volume of Maclay's history is eritirely 
apart from any consideration of its value 
as a history of the war or of the knowl- 
edge of the facts and criticisms contained 
therein. I do not know of a copy of the 
third volume at the naval academy.”’ 


Long Tired of Discussion. 


Secretary Long this afterncon indicated 
to the newspaper men who called upon 
him that he did not desire to discuss fur- 
ther the revival of the Sampson-Schlev 
controversy. He said, however, that he 
had received a letter from Mr. Maclay in 
which the authfr cf the naval histcry of 
the United States agreed to his (the sec- 
retary’s) statement that only the third 
chapter of his book (that relating to mo- 
bilization) had been placed in the secre- 
tary 6 hands before the publication of 
his work. 

Schley Will Not Talk. 

New York, July 2.—Admiral Schiey 
was seen tonight at the Great Neck, L. l1., 
where he is at present stopping. He de- 
clared he would have nothing to say at 
the present time, no matter what was said 
by others indorsing Maclay’s history. 
He added that later, when others had 
said all they wanted to he might issue a 
statement, but that this was uncertain.

IS SOLVED BY POWERS 


Plan for Payment of «Chinese 
Indemnily Has Finally 
Been Adopted 


FORTY YEARS ALLOWED 
CHINA IN WHICH TO PAY 


Bonds Will Be Distributed Among 
Powers, but There Will Be No 
International Guarantee. 
China Must Pay Nearly 
$850,000,000. 


Washington, July 22.—The state de- 
partment received a dispatch today from 
Commissioner Rockhill at Pekin an- 
nouncing that a plan for the payment of 
the indemnity to the powers by the Chi- 
nese government finally had been 
adopted. The amortization of the bonds 
to be issued will begin in 1902, and the 
plan contemplates the entire liquidation 
of both principal and interest by 1940. 
It is expected that China will raise 23,- 
000,000 taels annually. This sum ts to be 
used to pay the interest on tHe bonds 
and to form a sinking fund for the ulti- 
mate liquidation of the principal. 

Mr. Rockhill’s dispatch was very brief, 
and did not go into any details. From 
their knowledge of the general basis 
upon which the ministers have been 
working, however, the state department 
officials have a general idea of the con- 
clusions which have been reached. The 
total amount of indemnity which China 
will have to pay will aggregate 450,000,000 
taels and 4 per cent annual interest. The 
sources of revenue for the payment of the 
indemnity, as -understood here, are to 
be the salt tax, the maritime customs 
and the likin tax, a portion to be ta-.en 
from each. 

The bonds guaranteeing the indemnity 
are to be distributed among the various 
powers on the basis agreed upon here- 
tofore. There will be no international 
guarantee, but it is expected that the 
governments to whom the bonds are al- 
lotted will see to it that purchasers will 
be safe in their investments. 


INDUSTRIES IN 


TERRITORIES. 


Progress of Arizona, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory. 


Washington, July 22.—The census office’ 


today issued a bulletin on the manufact- 
uring industries of the four territories of 
Arizona, New Mexico, Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory showing an aggregate 
product of $37.897.103. Arizona leads with 
a product of $21,315,189. of which amount 
$17,286,517 was the output of the conver 
smelters. The total product for New 
Mexico is $5,605.79, for Indian Territory 
$3.892,181 and for Oklahoma $7,083,938. 

In Arizona there were 314 establish- 
ments in 1990 and 3,266 emplovees, who 
received $2.369,065 in wages. In copper 
smelting there were 1,648 persons em- 
ploved. Next to copper, the other two 
industries -* importance are lumber and 
timber and the construction and repair 
shop work of steam railroads. There 
were 420 manufacturing establishments 
reported for New Mexico In 1900 with 2,600 
employees, who received $1,350,506 In 
wages. The most important industries 
in New Mexico are the smelting and re- 
fining of conper and lead, with a product 
valued at nearly a million dollars: flour 
milling with a product valued at $551,108 
and the scourine of wool with $77,875 re- 
ported as received for the work done. 

There were 789 establishments reported 
for Indian Territory in 1900, with 1,714 
employees, who received $553,898 in wages. 
The most important manufacturing indus- 
tries are cotton ginning. with 282 em- 
ployees and a product valued at $345,751. 
the manufacture of cotton seed oil and 
cake, with 121 employees and a product 
valued at $451,600 and flour milling with 
199 emplovees and a product valued at 
$1,198, 472. 

There were 870 establishments reported 
for Oklahoma in 1900 with 2,064 employees. 
who received $807,825 in wages. The most 
important manufacturing industries are 
flour milling, with 258 employees and a 
product valued at $3.745.434, cotton gin- 
ning with 106 employees and a product 
valued at $129,928, and the manufacture 
of cotton seed oil and cake with 101 em- 
ployees and a rroduct valued at $422,699. 


NEELY CASE REACHED AT LAST. 


After Months Secretary Root Is Pre- 
paring for Prosecution. 


Washington, July 22.—Secretary Root 
today gave his attention almost exclu- 
sively to the consideration of the Neely 
case. Besides conferring with the officers 
of the war department, officials of the 
department of justice were with the sec- 
retary today assisting in the work of 
preparing for the prosecution of Neely 
for the alleged Cuban posta! frauds. It is 
stated that distinct progress was made 
as the result of today’s conferences. 


GAGE WANTS ITALIAN LAW. 


Secretay Will Study Up on the Sugar 
Question. 

Washington, July 22.—The treasury de- 
partment has sent to the state depart- 
ment a reply to the note of the Italian 
government on the subject of Secretary 
Gage’s recent tentative order assessing a 
countervailing duty on sugar improted 
from Italy. 

Althougf the text of the note will not 
be made public at present it is known 
that it says in substace that some time 
ago a copy of a section of the Italian 
law on the subject of sugar came into 
the possession of the department which 
fairly created a strong presumption that 
the effect of the law was to give a bounty 
on sugar exports. Thereupon the secre- 
tary issured an order to collectors stat- 
ing that until the question was finally 
settled by further investigation they 
would collect the additional duty. The 
treasury department has asked for a full 
copy of the Italian law on the subject 
and until its arrival no change will be 
made in the order now in force.

LONGING 1S PURSUING MOB 


But There Is Little Hope of Appre- 
hending the Guilty Parties. 
An Italian Consul Is 
Also at the Scene of 
Trazedy. 


Washington, July ?2.—The acting secre- 
tary of state today sent a communi- 
cation to Mr. Carignani, the charge of 
the Italian embassy, expressing the re-+ 
gret of this. government at the lynching 
of two Italians recently in Mississippi, 
and informing him‘that efforts were be- 
ing made to bring the perpetrators to 
justice. Attention was directed to the 
fact that it had not been established offi- 
cially that the men Iynched were Ital- 
ian subjects. 

The same information as that contained 
in the note to the Italian charge was for- 
warded today to Mr. Iddings, the charge 
of the United States embassy at Rome, 
with instructions to lay it before the Ital- 
ian foreign office. Governor Longino, 
of Mississippi, has advised the Italian 
consul at Vicksburg of the steps he has 
taken to apprehend the guilty peirfions. 

The letter details the active steps the 
government has taken to apprehend those 
guilty of the recent outrage at Erwin, 
Miss., in which two Italians were killed 
and another wounded. The governor 
who has been to the scene of the affair, 
is apprehensive of considerable difficulty 
in locating the guilty parties, as he states 
that the crime was committed at mid- 
night by masked men, who departed 
quickly and quietly, leaving no trace of 
their movements. 

Longino After Assassins. 


Governor Longino left tonight for 
Greenville, where he will tomorrdéw con- 
sult with the criminal judge touching 
the assassination of the Italians at Er- 
win, and a special term of the court will 
doubtless be speedily called. E. Cal- 
valli, the Italian consul at New Orleans, 
is said now to be at Erwin, making an 
investigation. Those familiar With tn- 
ternational law state that if it was an 
assassination, in which onlv one or gwo 
persons participated and not a lynching 
in which the community took part, the 
federal government is not responsible, or 
liable for indemnity. The governor 
goes for the purpose of co-operating with 
the iaw offigers, and will do everything in 
his power to have the assassins appre- 
hended and punished, 


Plenty of Silver Certificates.

She 
had asked for a divorce from her hus- 
band, August E. Bleher, of New Rich- 
mond, but it v@is refused. Their child 
had previously been given to each parent 
for each ajternate month. She had 
promised the judge to turn the child over 
to the fatner on a certain date, and when 
asked to do so refused. To the judge's 
question whether she had not agreed tu 
give up the child she replied: 

‘You are a liar.’”’ 

She was sent to jail until she retracts 
the statement, which she says she will 
never do.

THE TARIFF ON PHONOGRAPHS. 


They Are Not To Be Taxed as Mu- 
sical Instruments. 

New York, July 22.—The board of the 
United States general appraisers today 
announced ‘a decision regarding the du- 
%ies on certain cylinders containing rec- 
ords of French songs for use in phono- 
graphs. The collector at New Orleans 
assessed a duty of 45 per cent ad valorom 
under the provisionsS for parts of musical 
instruments in the tariff act. The im- 
porters filed a protest. 

The board now sustains the protest. 
General Appraiser Fisher who writes the 
opinion of the board says that phono- 
graphs and graphophones reproduce mu- 
sical sounds, but they are fundamental- 
ly machines for reproducing sounds with- 
out reference to their musical character.

SCORCHED BY A HOT BLAST. 
Veritable Sirocco Is Blowing Blight- 
ing Breath Over Southwest. 
Kansas City, July 22.—-A veritable hot 
blast literally scorched the southwest 
today, breaking all heat records in the 
history the local weather bureau. Yes- 
terday Kansas Cit8 experienced the hot- 
test weather ever known here, the gov- 
ernment thermometer registering 104 and 
remaining above the 100 mark for seven 
consecutive hours. Twenty-four pros- 
trations and nine deaths resulted. Today 
at 3:30 o’clock the bureau thermometer 
at the highest point in the city showed 
106 degrees, while thérmometers in the 
business district on the streets reached as 
high as 128. The thermometer at 8 a. m. 
registered 90, was 101 at noon and at 3 
p. m. broke the record at 104.6. Hardly 

a breath of air stirred. 

The suffering was intense, espectally 
among persons compelled to work_out- 
doors and the poor districts in the bot- 
toms. Seven deaths from prostration 
were reported during the day in Kansas 
City, Mo., and Kansas City, Kans., and 
over the thirty people overcome by the 
heat were treated. This makes the total 
dead for the two days sixteen. Most of 
the victims were elderly people, 

The highest previous tem perat g~ in the 
history of the Kansas City weather bu- 
reau was 103, in August, 1896, but it only 
remained near that point for one day. 
Today is the thirty-second day in sue- 
cession on which the temperature has av- 
eraged above 9) degrees, and the fif- 
teenth in that time with the thermom- 
eter above 100. 

At Lawrence, Kans., the state unifver- 
sity reported that the hvat record for 
Kansas again broken with the mercury 
at 106.5 degrees, the highest in thirty- 
four years. Farmers are still rushing 
their Hve stock to market because of the 
scarcity of water. _ Today the local] re- 
ceipts of cattle were the heaviest on 
record, amounting to 25,500 head. There 
was also a big advance in the price of 
grain, attributable to the heat, Septem- 
ber corn rising almost 4 cents to 60%, and 
September wheat going ub 4% to 68%, 

Single car lots of corn sold as high as 
63 cents a bushel to go back to the coun- 
try. There were liberal receipts. 

Heavy showers fell this afternoon in 
southwestern Missouri in the vicinity of 
the Joplin zinc’ mining district and in 
southeastern Kansas.

IN RESISTING ARREST 
HE SHOT AN OFFICER 


When Ciiizens Learned That Chief 
of Police Would Die, They Took 
Negro from. Sheriff and 
Quickly Strung Him 
to a Limb. 


Elkins, W. Va., July 
dead body of William Brooks colored, 
swings from the limb of a tree in the 
city park here, and Chief of Police Rob- 
ert Lilly Hes dying in a Cumberland, 
Md.. hospital from the effects of a bullet 
wound inflicted by the colorad man. 

This afternoon word was brought to 
the police station that William Brooks, a 
Well known colored man, was creating 
trouble in the lower end of town, and ask- 
ing for the aid of an officer to subdue 
him. Chief of Police Lilly said he would 
go himself and bring the man in. When 
Brooks saw the officer coming he started 
to run for the house and by the time 
Lilly came tp to the house, which had a 
good sized crowd surrounding it, and or- 
dered the man to come out, Brooks came 
to the window of a front room armed 
with a gun. Lilly ordered him to sgurren- 
der and come peacefully to the lock up. 
Brooks said he would not go peaceably 
or any other way. 

The Fight in the House. 

Lilly ran into the house for the black 
man. The crowd outside made no offer 
to help and the officer faced the desperate 
negro alone. Sounds of a flerce struggle 
could be heard and the crowd that had 
gathered ran to the house to help. When 
the room was entered both men were 
found on the floor in mortal combat. The 
negro was shouting that he would néver 
be taken alive and the officer was holding 
him tightly. Suddenly the negro worked 
his right arm free from the grasp of the 
officer and catching up a revolver that 
had fallen to the floor in the struggle, 
fired point blank at the officer. Lilly fell 
to the floor, shot through the bowels. 
When the officer released his hold the 
negro broke from the room and ran, fol- 
lowed by a big crowd. For several squareg 
he kept ahead of the crowd. Finally after 
a chase of half a mile Brooks was over- 
taken and captured. He fought desper- 
ately, but could not get away. Other offi- 
cers came to the rescue and with small 
ceremony Brooks was handed over to the 
sheriff to be taken to the county jail. 

Taken by the Mob. 

Just as the sheriff reached the prison 
doors a mob of men, at least four hun- 
dred strong, surrounded him and de- 
mandexi the prisoner. The sheriff refused 
and made desperate resistance, but to no 
avail. Brooks was seized and rushed 
through the streets, half walking and half 
falling along toward the city park. When 
the park was reached Brooks was told to 
walk up under a big shade tree in the 
center of the park and prepare to die. 
The negro could not speak and seemed al- 
most insensible to what was going on. 
The rope was drawn up and in a few mo- 
ments the body of William Brooks was 
swung from the tree, lifeless. The mob 
then dispersed. 

Officer Lilly's wounds are fatal. He ts 
unable to talk and can give but slight 
explanation of the trouble that led to 
the shooting. The body of Brooks late 
tonight still hung in the park.

BULLET FOR PEACEMAKER. 


Mayor O’Hara Fatally Shot Trying 
To Prevent Disorder. 

San Paula, Cal., July 22.—Mayor Hugh 
O'Hara, of this place, was shot and proeb- 
ably fatally wounded Sunday by Charles 
Waxsmith, an @mplovee of the Unioa Oil 
Well Supply Company. Since the shoot- 
ing the town has been in a state of tu- 
mult, and for a time there was a pros- 
pect of a lynching. There was a meet- 
ing of 300 angry citizens and the greatest 
excitement prevailed.

HAD 10 SHOOT HIM DOWN 


Negro Makes Desperate Effort To 
Get Away. 


IS NOW SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 


While Tied and Handeuffed He 
Jumped on Officers and 
Then Ran. 


Cartersville, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)— 
Abram Bray, a negro wanted in three 
counties for various offenses, lies badly 
wounded in the Cartersville jail, and was 


liveliest tussles of the kind ever known 
in this region. 

After being arrested at a negro restau- 
rant last week he broke away from the 
sheriff ang marshal, who shot at him 
as he ran in the streets, He was locat- 
ed at Stilésboro a few nights after, and 
the same officers going after him but 
failing to find him, captured two other 
negro criminals. Gotng with them to jail 
a@ wagon seat tilted, and the two offi- 
cers were thrown in the. edge of a creek, 
the marshal’s collar bone being broken 
in the fall. 

James Celdwell, of Stilesboro, was dep- 
utized to arrest Bray, and Saturday, go- 
ing with Jim Haney, found him asleep 
at a negro farmhouse. A pistol ‘was 
thrown in his face as ‘he awoke. Bray's 
arms were tied behind him, and Cald-. 
well started with him to Cartersville in 
a buggy, Haney walking behind with a 
double-barreled shotgun. When about a 
hundred yards from where they started 
the negro suddenly arose from his seat, 
grabbed Caldwell with his pinioned hands 
and literally pitched him from the buggy, 
jumping out and getting on him while 
he was down. Haney pulled down on 
the negro, and the charge struck him in 
the back, ranging to the left side and 
shattering a rib. The negro arose, and as 
Caldwell grabbed the dangling end of the 
rope sprang with such force as to draw 
it from his hands and jerk him down. 
Both men began shooting and pursued 
him a quarter of a mile before he gave 
up from exhaustion. He was found to 
have, besides the wound in the back, 
one inethe wrist. 

Bray is only twenty-one years old, but 
weighs over 200 pounds, and is a power- 
ful physical specimen. He has been for 
some time a terror to the people about 
Aragon Mills, in Polk county, where he 
gambled with other negroes and defied 
the officers. It is said he made a re- 
cent successful break in that county. He 
boasts that he has broken away from 
twenty different officers. It is said that 
he is wanted in Polk for one or more 
killings, and that he ts well known in 
Floyd, as he is in parts of this county 
for hf offenses.

Man from Missigsippj Is Bound Over 
to United States Court. 


THE CASE WAS AN OLD ONE 


Years Ago a Moonshine Mill Was. 
Found on Cox’s Farm in 


Georgia. 


Columbus, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—S. 
Hilliard Cox, formerly of Taylor county, 
Ga., but now a resident of Misssigsippi, 
was arrainged before United States Com- 
missioner Brown Saturday on an oid 
charge of illicit distilling. . 

The case is a rather unusual one. In 
1889 revenue officers destroyed a still on 
the Cox place in Taylor county. When 
the officers went back afterward to make 
arrests they found Cox had removed to 
Mississippi. His son’ was indicted on the 
charge of distilling, but for one reason 
or another the case against the older 
man was not pressed until recently. 
When informed of the charge, Cox came 
from Mississippi to stand trial. At the 
preliminary trial yesterday he _ stated 
that at the time the still was discovered 
he was not running the farm, and had 
just returned the day before from a 
visit to Alabama. He said that his son 
had been running the place, and that he 
(the elder Cox) did not have anything to 
do with the farm, and was not responsi- 
ble for any distilling carried on upon it. 
The statements of some witnesses seem- 
ed to throw some doubt upon this, how- 
ever, and Commissioner Brown thought 
it safer to let the jury pass upon the 
issue, so he assessed Cox a $200 bond, 
which was promptly gave. Cox is a 
well-to-do and respected citizen of Mis- 
sissippi. He had no idea but that he 
would be discharged upon his return, and 
was rather surprised at the turn the case 
took. Had he remained away from Geor- 
gia a little longer his case would have 
been barred by the statute of limitation.

The Farm Crops of Ireland. 
Belfast Weekly News: Potatoes have 


| ceased to be the principal root crop of 


Ireland, if they are to be compared with 
turnips by weight of yield—last year, for 
example, only about 1,842,000 tons, against 
4,426,000 tons of turnips. Nor was the po- 
tato acreage, though twice as great as 
that of the heavier root, nearly the 
largest given to any crop. That of oats 
was larger by 450,000 acres. The Irish 
product of oats was much greater than 
amounted to 504,000,000 bushels, against 
73,500,000 bushelg raised in England. 
What has to be deplored nowadays in 
Irish agriculture is not dependence on a 
single crop, but a general tendency to a 
ehrinkage in area of all arable land. In 
spite of an increase of 46,000 acres devoted 
/to mangel wurzel and beet, this shrink- 
age has been one of 32 pee cent since 18565, 
he distinctively Irish crop of flax has 
lost ground since 1870 to the extent of 
nearly 75 per cent. Land either becomes 
meadow, or, more largely, goes out of 
cultivation. In these circumstances it is 
gratifying to see that a rally to flax last 
year was rewarded bv an exceptionally 
fine harvest. As compaged with the year 
before, the area given to it was 35 per 
cent greater, and the ~ield 42 per cent 
eater. Much more than twice as much 
oney was also produced as the average 
weight for ten years back.

to have forceful views on the subject 
of warship désigns has come to be fully 
recognized, and the fact that they are 
all actuated solely by the desire to do 
what is best for the force afloat and 
make it superior to that of any other na- 
tion has given great value to the de- 
tails of their animated controversies ever 
since the new navy began to grow. Ad- 
mirals: Melville, Bradford, O'Neil and 
Bowles and Captain Sigsbee are in the 
front rank of the most progressive and 
ageressive officers in the navy, and it has 
come to be axiomatic that, while harmoni- 
ous on4All matters of general policy, their 
positive views on specific details are so 
divergent that the splendid designs on 
which they must at times agree embody 
the best compromises attainable without 
imperiling the efficiency of the result. 
Last year the board fought for months 
ever the plans for five battleships and 
four armored cruisers, and in the end 
seven of the fighting captains of the line 
had to be summoned to secure a settle- 
ment, says The New York Tribune. Then 
congress at fits last session declined to 
authorize any more ships until a definite 
policy had been adopted and plans for 
ships presented with the estimates. The 
board has beén at work for several 
months, and, after discussing seven dif- 
feernt original projects for battleships, 
has come to the usual disagreement and 
submitted to Secretary Long two designs, 
This is followedrby the design submitted 
today from Admiral Bradford and Cap- 
tain Sigesbee; constituting the minority. 
Their project, illustrated herewith, com- 
bines the good qualities of all the success- 
ful American’ types of recent years, to 
which offensive and defensive power is 
added to make them superior to any war- 
ship thus far proposed for any foreign 
navy. The entire board has proceeded 
on one of the fundamental precepts of 
the United States navy, which holds that 
since the United States navy, which holds 
that since 1812 American prowess on the 
sea has been cue to insistence on throw- 
ing more effective shell in a given time 
than the enemy. No American naval de- 
signer has dared to violate this rule. 
More powerful.~guns, more accurately 
aimed by more men than the opponents, 
have never failed to carry the day, other 
things being equal, and for this reason 
it is expected that the next American 
battleships will be built on the Bradford- 
Figsbee plan. These two officers, oddly 
enough, composed the minority last year, 
and finally won general approval against 
the majority of the board. 
Admiral Bradford’s Report. 


Admiral Bradford, in his report to Sec- 
retary Long, attacks the Bowles design 
as a mere modification of the rejected 
design of.a year ago condemned by all 
the fighting officers of the service. The 
Bradford-Sigsbee ship has the superposed 
turrets adopted for all five of last year's 
battleships, its main battery consisting 
of four 12-inch, twelve 8-inch and twelve 
6-inch. guns, four of the eights being 
placed in the turret with the iwelves, and 
the eight others being in pairs in corner 
turrets, as on the Oregon. The Bowles 
design substituted twenty 7-inch guns fo- 
these eights and sixes, with a view of 
making both broadsides equai in repulsing 
simultaneous attack on both sides. This 
feature Admiral Bradford criticises as 

ows: 
We best naval tacticians believe that 
naval engagements of the future will 
present few, if any, instances of a sin- 
gle ship being engaged on both sides. If 
two ships are pitted against one, it is 
much more advantageous for these two to 
be on one side, and prevent their single 
enemy from using all his guns, In addi- 
tion, if the two ships are in formation, 
it would hardly be possible for their 
single enemy to pass between them. With- 

t doubt future engagements will be 
fought at long rare. While engaged 
on one side only, the battery of the mi- 


ASHINGTON, ‘July 21.—The right. 
of the five naval officers who con- 


| nority plan is able to deliver in one min- 

ute an energy of fire represented by 253,- 
170 foot tons, against 230,620 foot tons for 
the majority. It is true that the lat- 
ter type is able to deliver at the same 
time the energy of fire on the opposite 
side, and the former can deliver on 
both sides at the same time but 220,530 
foot tons, which is little less than in the 
case of the majority.

The majority plan 
corresponds only with the Alabama and 
Maine classes. I do not hesitate to as- 
sert that these ships possess a weak bat- 
tery, and the omission of eight-inch guns 
from their armament is much regretted 
by the best informed officers in the navy. 
While there are six of the above men- 
tioned classes. armed only with twelve- 
inch and six-inch guns, the latter in 
broadside, there are thirteen ships bvilt 
and building having eight-inc guns 
mounted in turrets.” 

The latest English, German, French rnd 
Italian practices are cited, and Admiral 
Bradford adds: 

“To the unprofessional mind it might 


perhaps appear to be a good plan to build 
varying types of ships in order to make 
sure that some one type shali be the best. 
This. would be a great error, since nethin 

is worse than a patchwork fleet, some, 0 

one king and others of another. The wis- 
dom of adopting the eight-inch kun as a 
part of the battery of our battleships has 
teen clearly demonstrated, and is being 
rapidly followed by foreign pnations. No 
ern in caliber should be enter- 
tained.”’ 


Argument for Superposed Turrets. 
Regarding superposed turrets, Admiral 
Bradford says: 


“The opinion of the chief of the bureau 
of ordnance is entitled to great weight 
in connection with the selection of a bat- 
tery for a battleship, and alse as to the 
best method of mounting and protecting 
the same. Attention is invited to the fact, 
however, that the present chief of crd- 
nance concurred in the armament Adopted 
for the five battleships of the Virginia 
class under construction, Attention is also 
invited to the fact that his predecessors 
for about sixteen years, viz., Admiral Si- 
card Admira] Sampson and Captain Fol- 
ger, have all in the past advocated the 
superposed turret, ) 

“The result of the gun fire target prac- 
tice on board of the Kearsarge and the 
Kentucky is in favor of the superposed 
turret. and, so far as I am able to as- 
certain by diligent inquiry, the officers 
®f both ships, without exception, are 


‘heartily in favor of this type of turret. 


‘The majority of the board of con- 
struction favoring type 4 is made up of 
the chief of ordnance, the engineer in 
chief and the chief constructor. Previous 
to this date the engineer in chief has been 
a warm advocate of the superposed tur- 
ret. While he voted for type 1 when con- 
sidered by the board on construction some- 
thing over a year ago, he subsequently 
explained, when a member of the iarge 
board of thirteen, that this was an in- 
advertence, and then voted for the super- 
posed turret type. The unfavorable crit- 
icisms of the superposed turrets are thus 
far theoretical. In. practice they have 
fulfilled every expectation of their advo- 


cates.”’ i 
In closing, under the head of “Policy, 


Admiral] Bradford says: 

“The armament of the ships of the Vir- 
ginia class was assigned only after the 
most careful consideration and discussion 
by many of the ablest officers of the 
navy. I consider it very unfortunate that 
the majority of the board on construction 
shouk’ now recommend an armament 
for additional battleships so different in 
caliber and so differently disposed, pro- 
tected and mounted.

Montgomery, Ala., Juty 22.—(Special.)— 
Today was the calm before the storm in 
the constitutional convention. The ar- 
ticle on legislative department dragged 
its length along, section after section. 
The convention had made up its mind to 
get through with it and clear the way 
for the suffrage article, which is the spe- 
cial order for tomorrow. Numerous 
amendments were offered, but the pre- 
vious question was not resisted, and the 
article was finished. 

A section undertook to authorize the 
state to build railroads and canals and 
two set speeches were made for it by 
General Sanfori and Mr. Rogers, of 
‘Sumter, while Colonel Handley, of Ran- 
dolph, opposed it. It got 19 votes, 
~ A section was adopted authorizing the 
sssue of bonds for the purchase of west 
-#torida. 

The closing struggle of the day was 
over a trust section, which was pro- 
‘nounced innocuous and meaningless in 
the debate, and put in by common con- 
sent as being necessary. The free pass 
question did not come up, except in some 
‘resolutions: by Mr. Long, of Walker, in- 
tended to be funny, but the subject is 
taken £0 seriously since Saturday that the 
convention declined to laugh.

Promoters of ‘ictksburg and Hatties- 
burg Road Organize. 
Jackson, Miss., July 22.—(Spectal.)— 
The promoters of the Vicksburg and 
Hattiesburg Railroad Company met here 
today, perfected organization and set on 
foot the‘ plans for the preliminary sur- 
vey.

INCENDIARIZS IN FULL SWAY. 


Church and School Property Is Being 
- Burned. 

Jackson, Miss., July 22.—(Special.)— 
Incendiaries are playing havoc with 
church property in Lincoln county, and 
it is very likely that it will be necessary 
for Judge Robert Powell, of this circuit 
court district, to go to Brookhaven and 
make an investigation, as the regular 
term of court in that county does not 
convene until five months hence. 

During the past three weeks two school- 
houses and two churches have been 
burned, and evidence has been secured 
which will probably result in the convic- 
tion of the guilty parties. The incendiar- 
isms are supposed to be the work of a 
regularly organized band of outlaws in 
the Bogue Chitto neighborhood, which 
was once under the leadership of John 
J. Sasser, the well-known murderer who 
is now confined in the Jackson jail for 
safe-keeping pending the appeal of his 
case to the supreme court. It is under- 
stood that Governor Longino has receiv- 
ed a proposition from the friends of Sas- 
ser to drop the case and accept a sen- 
tence of life imprisonment, but as yet no 
action has been taken on the matter, 
and it is extremely unlikely that the 
governor will even seriously consider it.

bus. 

At least three of the present state cffi- 
cers are regarded as in the ‘probable list’’ 
—Attorney General Monroe McClurg, Au- 
ditor W. Q. Cole and Railroad Commis- 
sioner A. Q. May. There has been some 
talk of Hon. A. J. Russell, speaker of 
the lower house, being a candidate for the 
place, but the latest information is to the 
effect that his friends dre grooming him 
for a race for congress in the new dis- 
trict, which will undoubtedly be formed 
in the eastern part of the state.

Finally he said he could not stand 
it any longer, so he went out, procured 
his razor, sharpened it and _ returning 
jerked the woman’s head back and cut her 
throat. Demus said that that is all there 
is in the story. When asked if he did 
not think that he would be hanged for 
the crime, Demus replied: 


“Yes, I know they will hang me for It, 
but I don’t care. It will be only two more 
negroes out of the way—me and her.”’ 


‘Coroner Parris made a preliminary in- 
vestigation into the killing and the facts 
brought out substantiate the story told 
by Demus.

Yesterday De- 
tective J. J. Yarbrough, of the Atlanta 
and West Point railway, ascertained that 
Gus Dowdell, a negro boy about fifteen 
years old, was the guilty party. He ar- 
rested Dowdell, brought him to Opelika, 
and turned him over to the sheriff. To- 
day Dowdell plead guilty to the offense 
charged in the county court and a fine 

was imposed.

LASTED ONLY FORTY MINUTES. 


Virginia Constitutional Convention 
Having Short Sessions. 


Richmond, Va., July 22.—The constitu- 
tional convention met at noon today. 
The session lasted only forty minutes, 
and the attendance of members and vis- 
itors was correspondingly small. Dele- 
gate Brooke, of Norfolk, chairman of the 
committee on government cities and 
towns, presented an elaborate plan for 
dividing the cities of the state into four 
classes and defining the powers and du- 
ties of councils and mayors. Incorporat- 
ed places of 8,000 population or less are 
to be called towns. 

President Goode laid before the con- 
vention a communication from the Bed- 
ford county district temperance conven- 
tion, concerning the sale of spirituous 
liquors. 

Delegate Richmond, of Scotland, pre- 
sented a resolution requiring all males 
sixteen years of age or over, up to sixty 
years, to work three to five days on the 
public roads, and authorizing boards of 
supervisors to levy a tax of 15 cents per 
$100 for road purposes. 

Delegate Hubbard, of Buckingham, 
presented a draft of a constitution, pre- 
pared by Captain Camm Patteson, of 
Buckingham, which was referred to the 
committee on preamble and Dill of rights 
and ordered printed. 4 

Two more suffrage propositions were 
submitted to the convention today, one 
by Mr. Anderson, of Allegheny county, 
and one, by Mr. Bouldin, of Halifax. Both 
propositions embody property and edu- 
cational qualificatfons. 

The judiciary committee decided today, 
by a vote of 11 to 1, to abolish the pres- 
ent county court system. 


TURLEY HAS LANDED HIS MAN. 


Mississippi Republican May Get 
Place in New Orleans. 

Jackson, Miss., July 22.—(Special.)— 
The friends of Judge H. C. Turley, na- 
tional republican committeeman for Mis- 
sissippi, are rejoicing in the appointment 
of J. P. Walworth as postmaster at 
Natchez. Walworth was Turley’s selec- 
tion for the place, and it is taken as an 
indication that Turley will be appointed 
as collector of internal revenue at New 
Orleans. Conservative members of the 
party, however, regard this as rather 
specious reasoning. They admit Judge 
Turley is held in high favor by the ad- 
ministration, but at the same time are 
inclined to the opinion that he will have 
a hard fight to secure the place now held 
by Hon. L. F. Souer. The next thirty 
days will bring out some interesting de- 
velopments in the way of federal patron- 
age in Mississippi.

Rain Came in Mississippi Just in 
Time for Corn and Cotton. 


Jack3on Miss., July 22.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eralty speaking, the weather in Mississip- 
pi during the past week has been favor- 
able to growing crops.

THOUSANDS ARE ON STRIKE.

New York, July 22.—It was announced 
at the strikers headquarters that 67,000 
garment workefs are now on strike in 
New York, Brownsville and Newark. The 
demands of the strikers are that they 
work no longer than 59 hours a week, 
receiving a thirty per cent increase in 
wages and that the contractors or middle 
men be required to give a bond assuring 
the pay of the workers. 

There was considerable disorder today 
as a result of the effort of the strikers 
to induce workers to quit. Revolvers 
were drawn at one shop, but no shots 
were fired.

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MURDERED BOYS 
‘FOUND IN POND 


Stabbed and Beaten and Thrown 
Into the Water 


CRIME CAUSED BY A FEUD 


Victims Were Only 11 and 14 Years 
Old—Intense Excitement Pre- 
vails in East Tennessee 
Where the Crime Was 
Committed. 


Knoxville, Tenn., July 22.—The bodies of 
Wheeler and Mynatt Hatmaker were 
found in a milt pond near the Kentucky 
line not far from Jacksboro, Tenn. In- 
vestigation by a coroner’s jury showed 
that the boys had been murdered by being 
stabbed and beaten and then their bodies 
thrown into the water. 

Suspicion is said to point to Silas Neil- 
ly. Neilly fled after the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury was known. A feud has 
existed between Neilly and the Hatmakers 
for several years, Neilly having been 
whipped by a brother of the Hatmaker 
boys. The boys who were killed were only 
eleyen and fourteen years old, and the 
murder must have been unprovoked and 
therefore excitement is intense in the com- 
munity.

white men sprang upon him for the evi- 
dent purpose of assaulting and robbing 
him. He fought them vigorously and at 
the same time called to his wife to bring 
his pistol. The lady did not hesitate a 
moment, but came straight toward the 
scene, and the two men broke and ran. 
Mr. Perkins did not recognize his as- 
sailants. 


BIG BULGE IN CORN PRICES. 


Hot Weather Sends the Cereal Way 
Up Yondz-r. 


New York, July 22.—The crowd which 
surrounded the corn ring was larger 
than usual this morning. Brokers with 
their hands full of buying orders were 
constantly besieged by messenger boys 
bringing dispatches that told of contin- 
ued hot, dry weather al] over the corn 
belt. The bell at 10:30 o’clock transform- 
ed this nervous crowd of brokers into a 
crowd of excitéd men. To the gallery 
it looked like a veritable bedlam. News 
coming in from the west told of ad- 
vances in prices, and only added fuel to 
the excitement. There being few sellers, 
the prjce jumped rapidly. Even wheat 
was afield, and before the day was out 
robbed corn of its leading place and ab- 
sorbed most of the speculative interest 
itself. This double market was some- 
thing new on ’change, and attracted the 
attention of the floor. The bulls claim- 
ed that spring wheat was being ruined 
by excessive heat, and the public evi- 
dently believing the reports to a consid- 
erable extent, sent in a stream of buying 
orders. September, which closed Satur- 
day at 733-4, opened at 743-4, and by 
noon was up to “76. The strain was 
heavy, but as orders kept coming prices 
rising until before the close 777-8 was 
touched. 

Then a reaction to 771-4 followed, with 
a later curb rise to 77 1-2. 

Foreign houses bought freely, French 
account and cables were generally strong 
and higher. Corn, although opening 2c 
higher at 601-8 for September, kept right 
on jumping throughout the day, until 
62 1-8 was reached, or 4c rise for the day, 
against 3@31-4c net advance for wheat. 
The close left traders unsettled. 


SIX DEATHS AT ST. LOUIS. 


People Unable To Get Relief from 
Terrible Death. 


St. Louis, July 22—The terrible heat 
which broke all records in the state of 
Missouri Sunday was unbrokne today. 
According to dispatches received tonight 
higher. temperatures were recorded in 
every section of the state today than were 
ever known in Missouri before. - 

A thermometer reading of 100 was con- 
sidered comparatively low, so flerce was 


_the heat over the state, 


Prostrations were reported from many 
towns and villages in the state. In St. 
Louis hundreds of men and women spent 
the early hours of the morning in the 
parks, being unable to find rest in their 
homes. Six deaths have resulted from 
the heat in the past twenty-four hours 
in St. Louis and twenty-five prostrations 
have been recorded. 


Three Deaths at Topeka. 


Topeka, Kans., July 22.—Three deaths 
and ten prostrations form the record of 
today’s heat in Topeka. The thermometer 
registered 106 maximum. The humidity in 
the air today was. the most oppressive 
of the year. The Kansas river is very 
low, but the supply of water in the city 
mains is yet plentiful, 


Heat Caused Their Failure. 


Kansas City, July 22.—The Traders’

FORTY-SECOND’S HEROES 
MEET IN ANNUAL REUNION 


Eighty-two war-scarred veterans, sur- 
vivors of the famous Forty-second Geor- 
gia, met here yesterday to celebrate 
their eighteenth reunion. At the begin- 
ning of the civil war 1,200 gallant young 
men. anxious to defend the rights of their 
state, were recruited from Atlanta and 
the surrounding country. These formed 
the Forty-second. War thinned their 
ranks, but more crowded in to fill the 
vacancies until 2,000 had enlisted in this 
regiment. At the close of the war only 
500 remained. Now each reunion sees a 
smaller number in attendance and the 
pleasure of meeting old comrades is mixed 
with sorrow for those who have died. 

The veterans gathered in Judge Cal- 
houn’s courtroom. With them assembled 
many from other regiments to do honor 
to the occasion. The meeting was called 
to order by Colonel L. P. Thomas, who 
was made commander of the regiment 
after the bloody battle of Resaca. In a 
short but forceful speech he introduced 
the orator of the day, Colonel Samuel 
J. Winn. of Lawrenceville. 

Colonel Winn’s address was one of the 
two features of the day. At the outset 
he gained the attention of his hearers, 
and aroused their interest by his de- 
scription of the struggle of the confeder- 
acy for freedom. His speech showed 
that the o'd confederate fire has not 
yet died out. He spoke of the battles in 
which the old Forty-second had taken 
part, of days and nights of privation and 
toil. endured without murmur, of the 
dark days of confederate defeat and last- 
ly of the heroic spirit in which the south 
accepted her lot. In eldsing he cheered 
his hearers on to renewed effort and en- 
couraged them in the spirit of union 
which has so often brought them to- 
gether. 

The next speaker was Judge W. L. 
Calhoun,, who spoke chiefly of the Sol- 
diers’ home. He discussed the strug- 
gle, which had finally resulted in its es- 
tablishment and after paving a high tri- 
bute to the bravery of the regiment as- 
sured the Forty-second that any of its 
members in need of attention would re- 
celye the most tender consideration at 
the home for confe@-rate veterans. 

Colonel W. H. Hulsey was called for 
and responded with a brief but able 
speech which was greatly enjoyed. He 
said, in part: 

“The south has erected monuments to 
the memory of her dead. She has hon- 
ored her living. But so far she has done 
nothing for the wives, mothers, sisters 
and sweethearts, who did so much for the 
lost cause. It is a duty which the 
south owes to them to erect the tallest. 
whitest monument in all her boundefies 
in their honor, and I hope to see the day 
when this is accomplished.”’ 

During the business meeting the old of- 
ficers were re-elected as follows:

The other feature of the day was a 
watermelon feast, after which the vet- 
erans repaired to Grant park and en- 
joyed looking over the remains of Fort 
Walker, calling to mind old stories, and 
taking in the cyclorama, where *hey saw 
the tattle of Atlanta reprodvced. Dur- 
ing the day the veterans visited the Sol- 
diers’ home. At the park they partook. 
of an excellent basket lunch. 

Tudge Calhoun, historian, has completed 
his history of the Forty-second. The 
book ig in great demand. It shows that 
about 250 members yet survive. It has 
not yet been decided where the next re- 
union will be held. 

Story of the Regiment. 


The war had progressed about a year 
when the 42nd Georgia was organized. 


————— 


— 
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With the exception of one company, thar 
commanded by Cont. W: L. Calhoun, cf 
Atlanta, the members of the regiment 
were mostly young farmers. There were 
ten companies in the regiment, as fol- 
lows: A and B from Gwinnett county; C 
from Milton; D from DeKalb; E and F 
from Newton; G and H from Walton, and 
I and K from Fulton. In the introduc- 
tion to his history of it, Col. W. L. Cal- 
houn gives the following brief statement: 

The regiment was organized on the th 
of March, 1862, at Camp McDonald, by the 
election of Robert J. Henvlerson, colonel; 
R. F. Maddox, leutenant colonel; Wil- 
liam H. Hulsey, major; Hugh M. Wylie, 
adjutant: B. W. Adams, quarter master; 
Joseph R. Simmons, commissary; John 8. 
Wilson, surgeon; John A. Dunn, assistant 
surgeon: Egbert B. Rosser, sergeant maj- 
or: T. D. Goodson, color sergeant, W. G. 
Cockerell, musician, and J. J. Frederick, 
teamster. Col. Henderson was made brig- 
adier general. Lieutenant Colonel Maddox 
was transferred and made colonel 2d 
Georgia regiment state troops. Capt. I.. 
P. Thomas was promoted to lieutenant 
colonel. Aujutant Hugh M, Wryliie, the 
bravest of the brave, was killed at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and was succeeded by J. S. 
Stubbs and W. M. Durham. E. B. Ros- 
ser, sergeant major, was transferred and 
succeeded by Jas. H. Griffin. Moses 
Richardson “was also assistant surgeon, 
and W. F. Edwards the last color bearer. 
It was one of the largest regiments in 
the service, and was always kept well 
recruited. While in the camp of organl- 
zation there was a great deal of sick- 
ness, and many deaths among the men. 
Very soon, however, it was ordered to 
Cumberland Gap, where its active service 
began and continued until the confeder- 
ate flag went town in defeat, but not fn 
dishonor. 

The regiment was ffirst in  Raine’s 
Brigade, afterwards Barton’s, then Sto- 
vall’s, and lastly Henderson's of Steven- 
son’s division Hood's and Stewart's corps 
It fought 22 battles—Tazewell, Cumber- 
land Gap. Chickasaw Bayou, Baker’s 
Creek, Vicksburg, Missionary Ridge, 
Rocky Face, Resaca, New Hope, Pumpkin 
Vine, Kennesaw, Atlanta, July 20, 1864: 
Atlanta, July 22, 1864; Atlanta. July 28, 
1864; Jonesboro, Franklin, Nashville, 
Edisto River, Binaker’s Bridge, Orange- 
burg, Winston and Bentonville. 

The most conspicuous service rendered 
in the engagement was at Baker's Creek. 
where, with unflinching courage, it 
brougit up the rear of our retreating 
army across the Big Black: at Vicks- 
burg, where, in the trenches, for forty- 
seven days and nights half starved and 
poorly armed it resisted the assaults of 
the enemy: Resaca, where, by a flerce as- 
sault on the enemy’s works, it lost about 
130 kiNed and wounded; New Hope 
Church, where Capt. Summers so dia- 
tinguished himself in command of the 
skirmishers; Atlanta (July 22d), where fn 
a brilliant charge it captured DeGress’ 
battery; Frank!'in, where the regiment 
again protected the retreat of the army, 
at which time Capt. Weaver and others 
were killed. 

It is Impossible to enumerate the many 
times and places, when and where. the 
42d exhibited heroic conduct, or the many 
instances of the noble conduct of indi- 
viduals. It {is sufficient to say that it 
was noted for its discipline and steadl- 
ness, and on no occasion during the on- 
tire war was it ever thrown into disor- 
der. Much of this owing to the efficiency 
of its commanders—General Henderson 
and Colone] Thomas, and other brave of- 
ficers—and more to fhe patriotism and 
bravery of the men. S. K. Huff, color 
sergeant, was killed in the battle of Re- 
saca while crossing a fence. The flag fell 
on the fence, J. B. Graham and James 
Boyd were near him, and J. W. Swords 
just in their rear. who, discovering that 
the regiment was retiring. called to them 
to bring out the colors; Graham and Boyd 
moved forward for this purpose, and 
Bovd seized them and brought them out, 
and carried them until delivered to . 
F. Edwards, at Atlanta, Ga. The rem- 
nant of the same old flag which they 
followed in so many battles waives over 
the survivors at each reunion. Among 
the wounded in the battle of Resaca 
were General Henderson,.Major Hulsey, 
Captain Calhoun, Captain Hill, Surgeon 
Wilson, and many others shown in the 
reports of the companies.

TO MAINTAIN SMALL ARMY 


They Believe That They Can Save 
60 Per Cent in One Year—Gov- 
ernor Whitmarsh Is Ac- 
quitted of Charge of 
Speculation. 


Manila, July 22.—The conferences be- 
tween Adjutant General Corbin and Gen- 
eral Chaffee, recently held here, wi'll 
probably result in radical economical and 
administrative reforms in the army of 
ceccupation. It is estimated the total cost 


Philippines can be reduced by 6 per cent 
in one year. The principal change will 
bo the reduetion of the present force to 
between twenty and thirty thousand men. 
The abolishment of the present army dis- 
tricts is cortemplated, and three brigades 
with permanent headquarters at Manila, 
Degupan and floilo, or Cebu, will be in- 
stituted in their stead. The troops will 
be concentrated at three points selected. 
abandoning all minor posts. The changes 
will result in an enormous saving in the 
transportation of supplies and the paying 
of rental for barracks fur the soldiers. 
At present. in most towns, the troops are 
quartered in churches, convents and pub- 
lic and private buildings, for the use of 
which considerable rentals are .paid. In 
the maicrity cf other cases, where the 
troops do not occupy public. buildings, it 
is believed rental should be paid for the 
soldiers’ quarters, if their occupancy is 
cenitinued, since these regions are paci- 
fied and treir inhabitants have sworn al- 
legiance to the United States. 

Adjutant General Corbin and General 
Chaffee hove decided upon the construc- 
ticn of barracks at the pumping station 
(about six miles from Manila and the 
eorrce of the city’s water surply) to ac- 
cCmmodate three regiments of infantry, 
cne of cavalry and eight batteries of ar- 
tillery, as well as a general commissary 
and quartermaster’s storehouse to cost 
$10C 000. 


Will Reduce Expenses. 


The erection of this building will reduce 
expenses by $70,000 a month. being the 
}rentals paid for the commissary and 
quartermaster storehovses in Manila 
alon¢. An electric railroad connecting the 
docks on the Pasig river and the new 
stcrehouse will be constructed. 

Generals Corbin and Chzeffee have also 
decided upon one single general military 
hospital to replace the seven military 
hospitals in Manila and vicinity: one of 
the latter buildings will be converted into 
a hospital. The reduction of the great 
fleet of the government launches ani 
small government steamers has already 
begun. Permanent barracks have been 
erected at Dagupan to actommodate all 
the troops necessary to northern Vuzon. 
Government vessels will carry suppiles 
for the southern brigade from the United 
States to Iloilo without touching at 
Mar.ila. 

The insular constabulary is now being 
organized. It will be maintainad by the 
insular government and is expected to be 
amply able to preserve peace and enforce 
the law. This constabulary will, as a 
general rule, bé armed with rifles, but its 
members have been given 56,000 shotguns 
and 2,000 ponies relinquished by the army. 

The telegraph system throughout the 
archipelago, established by the _ signal 
corps. has been taken over by the civil 
| government. 

Much wheeled transportation, formerly 
belonging to the army, has already becn 
disposed of. 

The concentration of the troops at Dag- 
upan, lloilo or Cebu will begin at Pie clase 
of the rainy season next November.

H. Phelps Whitmarsh, civil governor of 
Benguet province, Luzon, has been exon- 
erated of the charges against him by the 
civil commission.

Witmarsh was censored by the com- 
mission for violence against Scherer on 
the occasion of a public meeting of tle 
Ingorote tribesmen when Scherer declined 
to act as secretary on account of the al- 
leged interference in the meeting by the 
American authorities. : 

The commission accepted Governor 
Whitmarsh’s denials to the charges lodged 
against the latter that he had misappro- 
priated native stock, worked convicts and 
other natives upon his farm and had 
utilized his officia] position to further his 
private interests, 

The commission further decided that the 
burning of a few native huts during Gev- 
ernor Whitmarsh’'s expedition against the 
head-hunting Ingorotes had been warrant- 
ed by the exigencies of the situation.

UT HE AIDED ACCUSED 


Gensational Scene in Court When the 
Witness Described How He 
.. Found His Sister Dead 
and His Father Badly 
Wounded. 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 22.—James Fos- 
burgh was called today as a witness for 
the prosecution in the trial of. his’ broth- 
er, Robert S. Fosburgh, for the murder 
of their sister, May Fosburgh. The sum- 
mons was a sudden and startling one, 
delivered, as it was,.by District Attor+ 
ney Hammond, who heretofore had ‘taken 
no part in the examination of witnesses. 
The young Yale graduate made an in- 
teresting figure on the stand, and his 
testimony was direct and conclustve. It 
apparently left no doubt that his expla- 
nation of the reason why he did not know 
that burglars had been in the house and 
@itled his sister was truthful and 
straightforward. His testimony greatly 
increased the faith of the defense in 
the ultimate acquittal of his brother. 

In contradiction of the testimony of a 
{previous government witness, to the ef- 


fect that he had seen James Fosburgh 


in the house after the murder, with his 
guspenders hanging down, young Fos- 
burgh today swore that he had not own- 
ed a pair of suspenders for five years. 
Dramatic, however, was the scene when 
\dames Fosburgh described his ascent of 
the front stairs, after he had heard “‘ter- 
rible shocks,”’ yet not knowing just what 
had happened; the meeting with his sis- 
ter-in-law, who,, as he said, ‘‘appeared 
Before me in the light.’’ 

' She was in her fiight dress, said the 
witness, and exclaimed, in fear: ‘“‘You’re 
father’s gone crazy.”’ 


Socks Figure in Case. 


‘The first witness today was Arthur A. 
Forbes, a local civil engineer, whose tes- 
timony was mainly concerning measure- 
ments about the Fosburgh house and the 
arrangement of the furniture. 

The next witness, Nelson J. Hall, of 
this city’ told of a visit to the Fos- 
burgh house at 4 o’clock on the morning 
following the shortage. He found a pair 
of black half hose with white dots, he 
gaid, on the grass near the edge of the 
road. The half hose were well worn 
on the bottom. Further on he picked 
lip a single sock. The half hose were 
identified in court by witness as the 
ones he found. Traces of bare feet were 
dlso noticed in the road. They were 
about ten inches long and quite broad. 
They disappeared at a bend in the road 
farther on. 

The finding of a pair of trousers and4 of 
the pillow case which is said to have 
“heen used as a mask by one of the 
burglars was then told of by those who 
picked them up, and the articles were 
shown and identified. 

Lawyer Crosby asked that Harold W. 
Tiopkins. who occupied the witness stand 
at the time, should try on the pillow 
case to see if it possibly could have been 
used as a mask. Judge Stevens declared 
that such a step would be unnecessary at 
that noint. The judge apparently satis- 
fied himself on thts point by running his 
hand into the torn place to see just how 
large it was. 

Photographs of the piazza posts of the 
Fosburgh house, smirched with the im- 
print of grimy hands, were introduced as 
evidence. to which the defense objected, 
but was overruled. 

Dr. W. W. Schofield. who has been 
fooked upon as an important witness for 
the state, was then called. He toid of 
being called to the Forburgh house at 
1:30 o’clock a. m., and of finding two 
officers on guzrd when he reached there 
at 2 o’clock. Some one said: 

“You are\too late, doctor; the girl is 
dead.”’ 

Witness entered the house, and at once 
went upstairs. 

Found the Girl Dead. 


_ On the floor of the bedroom he saw the 
tcedy of the girl, covered with a sheet and 
with a pillow under the head. Blood was 
cozing from the mouth and from the 
wound. He examined the body, and ws 
Convinced it was dead. It lay diagonally 
ecrcss the room. 

The witness. said he saw two women on 
the bed and the defendant standing ina 
Goorway. The other members of the 
family were in an adjoining room. Wit- 
ress said the elder Fosburgh declared 
that he was lying on the bed in his room 
with his left side facing the door. He 
suddenly awoke, to find a man standing 
in front of him with a revolver in one 
hend and a lantern in the other. The 
revolver was within a foot of his head. 
He sprang up and struck the arm which 
held the revolver and then grappled with 
the intruder. Suddenly he was struck on 
the head, and knew nothing for a few 
moments. When he recovered he found 
kis son, the defendant, had been similar- 
ly assaulted. Dr. Schofield examined the 
terrible wounds he found. The members 
of the family were fully dressed at the 
time when the witness arrived, except 
the defendant had on no collar or tie. 

Dr. Schofield said that he was told 
ebout the burglar’s revolver, which nad 
heen found under. the bed where he did 
not see it. The women, he said, were in 
hysterics. and he sent a man tod summon

Brother of Accused Testifies. 

The examination of James Fosburgh, 
a brother of the accused man, then be- 
gan, and it was conducted by District 
Attorney Hammond. The progress was 
really a cross-examination of the wit- 
ness with reference to his testimony be- 
fore the coroner’s jury. 

The witness said he was awakened by 
a terrible shock, coming § apparently 
from his father’s room. He rushed up 
the front stairs, turning on various 
lights as he ran. He was met. at the 
head of the. stairs by his sister-in-law, 
who screamed: 

“Your father has gone crazy.” He 
brushed her aside and went on to his 
sister May’s room. She was lying on 
the floor. The electric lights had been 
turned on. 

‘There was only one thing that made 
an impression on me,” he said, ‘‘that 
was the fact of my sister’s body lying on 
the floor. 

“Something had to be done, I saw, so 
I said: 

‘Get towels and ammonia.’ I did not 
wait to see if this was done, but got 
ready to start for a doctor. I saw broth- 
er Robert come into the room behind my 
father. He was staggering, and when 
in the middle of the room he collapsed 
and fell to the floor, his head resting 
near my sister’s, but his body in an op- 
posite direction.”’ 

Witness then described his trip for a 
doctor. He did not know that his sister 
had been shot until he returned. Young 
Fosburgh said he heard no shots in the 
house that night, and therefore could 
not say how many shots had been fired. 

When the examination of the witness 
was. resumed after recess the questions 
were along the line of the attitude of 
the young man toward the state police 
and the newspaper men who had pub- 
lished stories about the alleged incon- 
sistencies in the story told by the Fos- 
burgh family. He replied that he thought 
the family should not have been both- 
ered as they were. 

With reference to the jewelry alleged 
to have been left by the burglars, wit- 
ness said there were a couple of stick- 
pins, but no watch or diamond sunburst.

Four hundred delegates were present. A 
number of Americans are present. 

Lord ister, one of the British vice 
presidents of the congress, thanked Pro- 
fessor Koch, of Germany, and other scien- 
tists present for their attendance, saying 
they knew the ememy they had to deal 
with and that it was not only the preven- 
tion, but the cure of. consumption ‘that 
the congress hoped to effect. 

A telegram was read from King E4- 
ward to the duke of Cambridge as fol- 
lows: 

“I pray you heartily to welcome for 
me the eminent men who have assembled 
under your presidency and to express to 
them my earnest hope that the result of 
the deliberations df the congress wil) be 
to assist the world in mitigating this dire 
disease. which has baffled the most distin- 
guished physicians for so |jong.”’ 

Prior to, the adjournment of today’s 
session of the congress the duke of Cam- 
bridge announced that a gift of £120,000 
would be forthcoming for the purpose of 
establishing the first pubHc tuberculosis 
sanitarium as soon as the recommenda- 
tions of the congress concerning its esti- 
mate had been formulated.

Her Husband Greatly Depressed, but 
His Health Unaffected. 


Pretoria, Sunday, July 21.—Mrs. Kruger, 
wife of former President Kruger, of the 
south African republic. who died Sunday 
last of pneumonia, after an illness of 
three days, was buried here this after- 
noon. 


Mr. Kruger Much Depressed. 


Amsterdam, July 22.—Former President 
Kruger, of the south African republic, is 
very depressed as the resylt of the death 
of his wife, but his health is unaffected. 
On the contrary, he has thrown himself 
into his work with-more than is usual 
energy. Press comment on the death of 
Mrs. Kruger is sympathetic. The news- 
papers do not attach any political sig- 
nificance to the event.

As a Means to an End. 

The Constitution has already de- 
plored the prospect of having the never- 
ending franchise fights forced into the 
pending municipal campaign as the 
chief issue upon which the next city 
council is to be elected. 

Viewing the franchises now before 
the aldermanic board from whatever 
point we may, there is no doubt that 
the injection of this issue into the city 
campaign will be detrimental to the 
best interests of the city and that the 
consequences will be more far reach- 
ing than to the franchises directly in- 
volved. The matter can be settled 
satisfactorily to the city, and thus re- 
moved from the city campaign, if the 
aldermen on each side will keep in 
view the fact that their first duty is to 
serve the city’s interests. 

The Constitution appeals to them, 
and it appeals to Mayor Mims to as- 
sist them, in reaching a conclusion on 
this basis. Let them take into consid- 
eration the fact that the people living 
along the proposed lines want these 
streets occupied with transit facilities. 
These people are not anxious to quib- 
ble about details, and will not stand 
in the way of any settlement that will 
give them the new lines for which they 
are go earnestly striving. If any rea- 
sofiable modification can be suggested 
in these franchises by which both com- 
panies can be put on the same basis of 
equality, upon which all lines shall be 
operated, no objection will be offered 
by the disinterested public. 

The Constitution believes that 
Mayor Mims can solve the problem if 
he will bring to beur his usual good 
judgment and his conspicuously charac- 
teristic ability to meet and overcome 
difficult situations. where is not a 
citizen of Atlanta who knows Mayor 
Mims but who will admit that whatever 
position he takes is determined solely 
by his sense of duty as a citizen, and 
as the city’s chief executive. No more 
honest, upright, or .more faithful offi- 
cer ever sat in the mayor’s chair than 
the brave and fearless chevalier of the 
old school who is now Atlanta’s mayor. 
Knowing him as we do, we know that 
whatever position he takes is taken be- 
cause he believes it to be right. Even 
though The Constitution should differ 
with him in any matter, we would not 
hesitate to ascribe to him full honesty 
of purpose and sincerity of motive. 
Any other construction would be an 
unjust reflection upon a man who could 
not be bought with all the gold of Gol- 
conda, nor moved to evil] by any possi- 
ble influence that could be brought to 
bear upon him. 

The mayor has announced in favor 
of a twenty-one-year franchise limit. 
He has declared for this policy not be- 
cause he favored it per se, but because 
he considered it the best means to 
reach the desired end of securing for 
the city some return for the use of its 
streets by public utility corporations. 
Is there not some way by which the 
city can now secure such compensation 
from all companies without being 
forced to submit to a delay of twenty- 
one years? 

If such compensation can be secured 
to the city by obtaining for the city 
council the authority to exact it, what 
difference does it make whether the 
franchise be granted for twenty-one 
or for forty-eight years? The main 
thing, after getting the lines, is the 
question of securing compensation for 
the use of the streets. This is the end 
most to be desired and the twenty-one- 
year limitation has been suggested as 
the means by which it could be 
reached. The adherents to the twenty- 
one-year limit policy . conceded this 
when they voted to grant the Boule- 
vard extension franchise for a period 
of forty-eight years, but by limiting 
the fare to be charged to 3 1-3 cents 
they levied an unjust exaction which 
was afterwards withdrawn, but not un- 
ti) after the twenty-one-year limit the- 
ory had been abandoned as a sine qua 
non... | 
If, therefore, a method can be de- 
vised by which the franchises’ asked for 
can be granted for forty-eight years, 
without requiring an exaction of one 
company that does not apply to an- 
other, but: which will require that all 
companies stand on the same basis of 
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‘difficulty of political -warfare 


compensation for the use of the streets 
occupied by them, would not such a 
solution be in every way satisfactory 
to the public? 

If the franchises asked for are not 
‘perfect in detail, they can be amended 
to make them so, the aldermanic board 
can reconsider its action and pass the 
franchises in their amended shape and 
So remove from the approaching politi- 
cal campaign this vexed question.

Of Significant Import. 

Of most significant import is the at- 
titude taken by Senator Blackburn, of 
Kentucky, and former: Senator Gor- 
man, of Maryland, as outlined in our 
special Washington correspondence. 

These two distinguished leaders are 
of the opinion that the democratic par- 
ty should stand upon the living issues 
of-the day, which would enable it to 
make the next presidential contest 
upon an “up-to-date and an aggressive” 
platform. It is collated from their 
views that— 

There is, but little encouragement, from 
a political standpoint, to be derived from 
& general attack upon the. administra- 
tion’s Philippine policy. This government 
has gone so far in that direction that it 
is almost impossible to suggest a prac- 
tical remedy by which the American 
forces can be withdrawn from those isl- 
ands. There are other questions nearer 
home and of greater interest to the Amer- 
ican people which might be pushed to the 
front and made a party issue by the 
democrats. The tariff question offers an 
inviting field of operation for the democ- 
racy. The republicans are wide open 
on this subject, and it is believed that a 
a vigorous attack on the present law 
would appeal with especial force to a 
large majority of the American people at 
this time. 

The position here outlined is in ac- 
cord with that of The Constitution, 
and is the only one upon which the 
party can hope to face the future. It 
would be the height of political folly 
to continue_the discussion of questions 
which events have removed from the 
active arena. As long as the Philippine 
question ‘was one of current politics it 
was in order to assume that position 
toward it which circumstances seemed 
to demand. It is now as ancient in all 
of its relations to the present as is the 
annexation of Alaska. As well attempt 
the resurrection of the one as the main- 
tenance of the other. Every avenue by 
which American occupation of the 
Philippines could be attacked has been 
closed up. The only question open 
for discussion at the present time is as 
to the performance of our duty toward 
our new fellow citizens. 

This suggests that contests of 
the future must be fought upon domes- 
tic lines which empraces the home- 
stead, whether in one of the states of 
the union, in one of the territories or 
even in the islands of the sea. The 
tariff law is the one possessing ele- 
ments of life in which every man is 
interested. The arguments by which 
tariff laws have been commended to 
the American people have been aban- 
doned even by the parties using them, 
and it is now boldly assumed that tar- 
iffs exist not for the benefit of the peo- 
ple at large, but for the enrichment of 
extraneous growths in which but few 
people have a part. Under this tariff, 
supposedly for the promotion of Amer- 
ican trade and for the benefit of all 
citizens the English manufacturer can 
buy steel goods cheaper than his Amer- 
ican competitor, so much so that the 
era will soon come when it might be 
money saved to buy these goods via 
the English market, und to pay freight 
both ways. In the complexity of busi- 
ness thus establishea, the stee] trust 
alone is profited. It bleeds the Ameri- 
can pocket to make up the difference 
by which cheap gooas can be sold to 
Europe. This scandaious disclosure of 
tariff exaction is but an example of 
the: operation of the entire Dingley 
law. It is an oppression upon people 
from which they will seek relief once 
they are made aware of it. 

When the democratic party has be- 
fore it such living issues as this, it is 
no time to discuss tneories and prob- 
lems of antiquated garb. These ques- 
tions can well rest until the issues of 
the day shall have been settled. Messrs. 
Gorman and Blackburn speak for 
usually democratic, but still doubtful 
states—that is, states in which 
democratic victory can only. be 
gained by hard work. They are thus 
brought face to face with the whole 
They 
are convinced of the truth of demo- 
cratic contentions and at the same time 
aware that it takes zealous work to 
awaken the people to their rights. 
They do not speak for states in which 
no contest is necessary, but they are 
fully qualified to tell us of the lines 
which should be pursued where stub- 
born resistance is to be met. This ren- 
ders them the better qualifitd to act as 
mentors to the party, and to indicate 
the course to be pursued in the doubt- 
ful states wherein the battle must be 
fought. There is no need of a demo- 
cratic platform to carry the states of 
the south, but it is needed to carry New 
York, New Jersey, Indiana and other 
debatable commonwealths, where the 
popular will is molded by the vital 
and present issues of the day. 

The Constitution recognizes the fore- 
sight and ability of these gentlemen, 
and joins with them in the contention 
that the past requires no defense. It 
can take care of itself. Our sole con- 
cern is with the future against the ex- 
actions of arrogant | power. 


Of Interest to Baldheaded Men. 

The findings of Dr. Delos L. Parker, 
of Detroit, will be of unusual interest 
to baldhefded men who have had to 
suffer the gibes of misfortune. The 
doctor became greatly concerned about 
the hirsute losses of a friend and pro- 
ceeded to a series of experiments 
which he has given to The Medical 
Record. 

The doctor believes that air which is 
drawn into the lungs and allowed to 
remain in the air cells there is de- 
composed by the moist warmth of the 
body, throwing off a poison trichotox- 
icon into the blood, which causes the 
hair to fall out. This leads him to 
the further discovery that why bald- 
ness is so much more mon among 
men than among women, is that the 
habit of wearing corsets forces women 
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to use the upper part of the lungs in 

where the hair poison is 
chiefly generated. By experimenting 
on dogs, hens and -pigeons, this theory 
was demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the physician. Says he: 

Millions of tiny hollow spaces known as 
“air cells’’ occur in the lungs. They vary 
in size from one two-hundredths to one- 
seventieth of an inch in diameter. If they 
could all be opened and spread out they 
would cover an area from 100 to 1% times 
greater than the area of the skin. These 
air cells are gathered into groups less 
than an inch in diameter, and each group 
is connected with the bronchial tubes. 
Owing to this arrangement sir may be 
taken into and expelled from some of the 
groups of air cells while it remains mo- 
tionless or stagnant in others. 

When the ribs which inclose the upper 
portion of the chest are raised and lower- 
ed in breathing air is taken into and ex- 
pelled from every part of the lungs, be- 
cause all the ribs are connected, and the 
upper ones cannot be raised without rais- 
ing the lower ones, thus expanding the 
entire cavity. Women usually employ this 
method of breathing, but when the lower 
ribs are raised it does not follow that the 
extreme upper ribs must move, too. 

The expianation as to why certain 
classes of men are bald is that they 
are usually either of sedentary life or 
lacking in exercise. Take two men of 
equal condition, place one in an office 
for ten years and the other in an iron 
foundry—the man in the office will be- 
come bald while his companion will 
have a full head of hair. Dr. Parker 
concludes from these experiments that 
when human breath is kept long 
enough to allow decomposition of the 
organic matter which it contains to 
take place it creates a poison which in 
the blood of certain animals acts upon 
the hair and similar tissues and has 
no other effect. Summing up the re- 
sults of his investigations, Dr. Parker 
says: 

It seems not unreasonable to conclude 
that baldness, of the type under consider- 
ation is caused by an auto-infection in 
which trichotoxicon is taken up by the 
blood from the air-cells of the lungs, 
where it has been elaborated during de- 
composition of organic matter normally 
present in respired air. 

Though Dr. Parker does not suggest it, 
it is possible for any person threatened 
with baldness to test the theory by ha- 
bitually breathing with the entire lungs. 
If Dr, Parker is correct, this expedient 
ouRet to stop the falling of the hair. 

he discovery leads to the further 
fact that full breathing is necessary to 
health at all times. it would be a good 
exercise for any man to take a breath- 
ing exercise of half an hour three 
times a day, by doing which all for- 
eign matter would be ejected from his 
system. As quoted from The Medical 
Record, with these facts before them, 
the baldheaded men of the country 
should not delay in the organization 
of breathing clubs, offering prizes to 
the man who can initiate longest. With 
the promise not only of improved 
health but of a restoration of a full 
head of hair there should be splendid 
inducements for the success of such 
organizations, 
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A Result of Hot-House Statesman- 
ship. 

As another result of the hot-house 
protective statesmanship to which the 
United States has been subjected, we 
have now to deal with opposition in 
Germany, calculated to bring disaster 
to our food producers. 

The new agricultural schedules of 
the German tariff will be remarkable 
for the high duties and minimum and 
maximum charges on cereals. Outlin- 
ing the future policy The Stuttgart 
Deobacher says: 

The minimum figures are the lowest 
admissible in commercia] treaties, while 
the maximum charges are 65 marks per 
ton on wheat and 60 marks per ton on rye 
and oats. The minimum charge on wheat 
is 5 marks per ton, and on rye and oats 
50 marks. The present duties on rye and 
wheat are 35 marks per ton, and on oats 28 
marks. Animals and meat are without 
minimums, The duty on cattle has been 
raised from 9 marks, and on swine from 
53) marks per ton to 100 marks per ton. 
Meat, lard and calves are scheduled for 
considerable increases. Sausages are 
raised from 170 to 450 marks per ton, but- 
ter and cheese from 15 and 2 to 30 marks 
per ton, and eggs from 20 to 60 marks.

consuming classes of Germany it em- 
phasizes that ane point so important 
to American trade, the growing combi- 
nation against our blacklisting of the 
nations.

It must be dis- 
placed by one in which, while taking 
care of our own, we will cultivate 
friendship and amity with the nations 
of the world. :

JOEL HURT’S POSITION 
IN PRESENT TANGLE 


Editor Constitution: Now that the 
storm of criticism and abuse which has 
been heaped upon tnree of Atlanta’s al- 
dermen for their vote on the erdinance 
proposing to grant franchises. on the 
Boulevard and Peters street to the Atlan- 
ta Rapid Transit Company has subsid- 
ed, I ask to be permitted to present to 
the sober and right-thinking people of 
our city the following plain. statement 
of facts: 

The position of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company as to the granting 
of franchises to other companies has 
been repeatedly stated before members 
of the city council. This company does 
not object to the building of a compet- 
itive line-on Oak street in West End, 
nor upon any other street in Atlanta, 
es which its lines are not now ‘operat- 
ed. 

It does object to the condemnation of 
its tracks by another company and to 
having its lines paralleled on the same 
Street by another company. The city 
council in 1891 in arranging with the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany for electrically equipping and con- 
necting up its lines for a general sys- 
tem throughout the city, agreed with 
that company that for the purpose of 
reaching the center of the city, other 
companies might condemn not exceeding 
five blocks of the Consolidated lines. 
This did not mean that repeated condem- 
nations might be granted from point to 
point on various streets and under vari- 
ous petitions of another company. Much 
less did it contemplate such grants to a 
company which has declared that its ob- 
ject is to,build lines for the purpose of 
injuring the Consolidated company and 
to force it out of the lighting business. 
“Clamor of a Few in Fourth Ward.” 


In the case of the application on the 
Boulevard there is no possible excuse 
for the granting of these franchises, ex- 
cept a clamor from a few interested citi- 
zens in a remote corner of the fourth 
ward, who have constituted themselves 
as a fourth ward committee. The cen- 
sus shows that the fourth ward_has. the 
largest population of any ward in the 
city, and the citizens on this self-consti- 
tuted committee do not represent one- 
tenth of the population of this ward. 
Their request to have a line granted to 
the Transit company parrallelling and 
compelling the moving of the track of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany for six or seven blocks, ought not 
to be seriously regarded, in view 
of th. fact that to make any 
extension of the Forrest avenue line 
there are numerous other streets not 
occupied by street railway tracks. If 
the purpose of the transit company is to 
serve new territory and to reach a point 
beyond the Boulevard, its course should 
be to cross the Boulevard where it inter- 
sects it and passing east, it has other 
streets to select from, running north and 
south upon which it can lay tracks and 
not interfere with the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company. One excuse given 
by the committee for not adopting such 
a course was that the population east 
of the Boulevard was not sufficient to 
pay the company. It seems that this ar- 
gument should not be considered b@:ause 
the tracks which were laid first on the 
Boulevard were operated there for years 
when that section was settled but very 
sparsely. So it would be on a line ex- 
tended further east by the transit com- 
any, but good service, such as it prom- 
ises, will insure the building of numer- 
ous houses which will in time yield a 
profit. It would hardly appear just to 
the Atlanta Railway and ower Com- 
pany that a street which it has aided 
much in upbulilding should be sought by 
another company now in preference to 
other unoccupied streets which need 
transportation. As to this grant, there- 
fore, we urged the committee to refuse 
a grant to the Transit company on any 
terms at all. We were in nowise re- 
sponsible for’either of the conditions 
which the aidermen have seem proper 
to attach in the interest of the public. 
As to the Peters street petition from 
the Transit company, we object be- 
cause it proposes to condemn the tracks 
of the Railway and Power company for 
an additional block on Whitehall street 
when already the tracks have been cut 
at three points by the Transit company, 
viz., at Alabama, Hunter and Mitchell 
streets and the tracks of e company 
condemned between these points. At 
each of the cross streets referred to, 
where the tracks of th Transit company 
intersect the tracks of the Railway and 
Power company, a great many stops 
have to be made every day. These stops, 
which are required by the ordinance of 
the city, at the three points named on 
Whitehall street amount to more than 
1,000 daily. To condemn another block 
and to cut the tracks at another point, 
would require about 300 additional stops 
daily, besides, the damage to the com- 
pany in many other ways. When the 
roposed line reaches the intersection of 
Walker and Peters streets it encounters 
again the line of the Railway and Power 
company, and proposes to parallel it for 
a distance of about l, feet, a portion 
of which distance is double-tracked and 
cannot be paralleled without interference 
with the traffic of the street. We do not 
object to another company building on 
any portion of Peters street nor on Oak 
street or any other street in West End, 
not oceupied by the tracks of the Rail- 


wa company. 
“We Point Out Routes for the Tran- 
sit Company.” 


We have obected to the passage of the 
ordinance now pending, on the grounds 
just stated and none other. We have 
not proposed any amendment, but think 
the committee should have refused to 
grant the franchise as petitioned for. 
We point out other routes which the 
Rapid Transit company could occupy and 


to which the Railway company mekes no 
Objection. One of these routes is to pass 
out Mitchel] street from Whitehall, across 
the Mitchell street viaduct, where the 
city has reserved the right for »ther 
companies to run, and long Chappel 
and other streets to Oak street, in West 
End. In fact, this is the very route peti- 
tioned for two years ago by the Collins 
Park, now the Ra~id Transit company, 
a portion of which has been previously 
granted to the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. There are other routes which can 
be adopted, after crossing the Mitchell 
street viaduct, some of them on streets 
that have no line at this time. it does 
not appear necessary, therefore, that to 
reach Oak street, in West End, a line 
must be built along Peters street, every 
section of which is within a stone's throw 
of a street car line today and over 2,U\¥ 
feet of which is occupied by the lines of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany. 

Besides, many of the merchants on this 
street along the section where there is 
No lihe, object to having one laid in front 
of their storeg. 

But should af be deemed advisable, de- 
spite the objections of citizens on the 
street, to grant a permit for an additional 


: line on Peters street, it is not necessary 


to condemn an additional block on White- 
hal] for that purpose. The new tracks 
could leave Whitehall street at Hunter 
street, where the tracks of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company are now 
already cut by the tracks of the Transit 
company, and could pass down Hunter to 
Madison avenue and out Madison avenue 
to Peters street. This would not interfere 
with the tracks of the Railway company, 
except for a very short distance between 
Mitchell and Nelson streets on Madison 
and where the interference would be far 
less injurious than on Whitehall street. 
Besides, if the council grant permission 
and the Transit company will pay for the 
change, the tracks of the Railway and 
Power company On Madison avenue may 
be removed entirely and placed upon the 
extension of Nelson street through to 
Forsyth street, and thus furnish a line 
to the Transit company all the way from 
Whitehall street out Hunter to the junc- 
tion of Peters and Walker streets on 
Peters street, without condemnation or 
parallelling the tracks of the Railway and 
Power comvany at any point, except the 
short distance along Hunter between 
Whitehall and Broad. At this point the 
Railway and Power Company had but 
one track upon which cars are operated 
one way only, and to parallel that-Would 
cause less hurt than any other, provided 
the line is to*be built upon Peters street 
at all. So it will appear that the con- 
tentions of the Railway and Power com- 
pany are reasonable and ought to be 
aye A in the interest of the investors in 
that company and with due regard to the 
principles of equity and justice. 


Criticism Is fair and Wrong. 


The criticism which has been heaped 
upon the three aldermen who voted for 
the twenty-one year clause, and which 
has been charged to the account of the 
Railway and «ower company, it seems 
to me is very unfair and wrong. These 
aldermen, in passing upon this measure, 
have disregarded the requests of the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, as 
well as having attached to the franchise 
a condition objected to by the Rapid 
Transit company. Our company Opposes 
the grant in toto for reasons just stated, 
and we think injustice has been done it. 
The Transit company, it seems, objects 
to the twenty-one year limit, but other- 
wise is satisted with the grant, and this 
objection on the part of the Transit com- 
pany is a cause of severe criticism of the 
three aldermen who favored it, notwith- 
standing the same persons favored a 
twenty-one year ordinance to the Railway 
and Power company to do a \lighting 
business. The Rgilway and Power com- 
pany accepted this ordinance for twenty- 
one years and the bonds which have been 
sold to cover the investment are for 
thirty years, notwithstanding the declar- 
ations of the fourth ward committee that 
such securities could not be sold. This 
fact should not be overlooked. It is fur- 
ther true that the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company has been notified by the 
mayor and aldermen in question that any 
new grant which may be made to it for 
the extension of its lines or the building 
of a new line, will be limited to twenty- 
one vears. The company contemplates 
building new lines in the near future and 
expects to have attached to the grants 
the twenty-one year limit in accordance 
with the declared policy of the mayor and 
aldermanic board. Something has been 
said about a grant for a double track on 
Capitol avenue without subjecting the 
company to this limit, and other similar 
permits recently made at the request of 
the company for the purpose of improv- 
ing its service along streets which were 
granted to it many years ago. We think 
that as these slight changes are for im- 
proving the service along the old lines 
of the company, they ought not to call 
for modifications in the company’s orig- 
inal grants for these lines, ause the 
changes are not essential and are only 
intended to enable the company to render 
better service at the particular place 
where it is now serving the es ae If 
these permits were not granted, this 
service could not be thus improved, but 
the lines will be operated in the present 
condition of the tracks and in tne best 
manner possible. 


We Accept 21-Year Grant. 


It is known that the Railway and Power 
company objects to a twenty-one year 
grant but inasmuch as the mayor, in hiss 
inaugural address, declared in favor of 
it, we have submitted to his policy and 
were compelled to accept the lighting 
grant with this limitation. We submit 
that becguse the mayor and the three 
aldermen are adhering to thig policy, it is 
nothing short of an outrage to charge 
them by insinuation and innuendoes with 
acting from improper motives in favor of 
our company, when they: attached the 
same limitation to the grant of another 
company.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. | 
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TALKS ABOUT ATLANTA. 


Perhaps there is no drvg in more gen- 
eral use than quinine and none more 
highly esteemed by the majority of phy- 
sicians. 

The discovery of the drug by the Span- 
jards in South America is an old story, 
byt it is not generally known that the 
world’s wesent supply of quinine comes 
from the island of Java, where the cin- 
chona tree is not indigencus, but was in- 
troduced only after many failures and 
with infinite toil and patience on the part 
of the Dutch government. 

Fifty years ago a Dutchman named 
Hasskarl was sent to South America to 
obtain slipg and seeds of the quinine tree. 
After many adventures and two years of 
wandering near the headwaters of the 
Amazon Hassakari returned to Java 
with sixteen saplings. They were plant- 
ed and flourished remarkably well, but 
when the bark weas first taken five years 
later great was the disappointment to 
find that Hasskarl had been duped and 
that the saplings were not cinchonas at 
all. 

Another attempt was made a few years 
later, when an English merchant, a Mr. 
Ledger, sold to the Dutch planters some 
cinchona seed he had obtained in Bolivia. 
Twenty thousand trees grew from Ledg- 
er’s seed and many of them are still 
standing. 

The quinire forests are planted in 
clearings in the jungle and are kept as 
free from weeds as a flower garden in 
this country. When a tree is six years 
old it is cut down and a new slip plant- 
ed alongside of its roots, so that the 
quinine supply is never Jiminished. The 
bark is stripped from the trunk by Ja- 
vanese women. They cut it into short 
lengths and dry it, first in the sun and 
later in ovens. The dried bark is then 
put through a crude mill, which cuts 
it into small bits. These are shipped in 
bags to Amsterdam or Bandoeng, the 
center of the quinine industry of Java. 

At the factory the bark is mixed with 
an alkaloid and grovrnd again. It is then 
pumped into immense tanks filled with 
hot crude petroleum, which dissolves the 
alkaloid from the bark. The oil in turn 
is washed out with sulphuric acid to re- 
move the alkaloid, and the crude qui- 
nine crystallized when it is cooled. The 
crystals are then pleced tn trays to dry. 
In 100-pound cans the finished quinine is 
now ready for the market.

The letter addressed to President Mc- 
Kinley several days ago by General Felix 
Agnus, editor of The Baltimoré Ameri- 
can, denouncing the attacks made upon 
Admiral Schley, in volume III of 
Macilay’s History of the United States 
Navy, has broven to be the sensation 
of the week; and Secretary Long, to 
whom several chapters of the work were 
submitted for approval, has found it nec- 
essary to make an explanation. Said he, 
in discussing the matter last week: 

“I have already written to Commander 
Wainwright, the superintendent of naval 
academy, to strike the third volume of 
Maclay’s history from the list of text- 
books used at the academy. I cannot say 
that the first two volumes, which deal 
with the history of the navy up to the 
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time of the Spanish war, will also be 
barred, though I readily admit that the 
value of Mr. Maclay’s work as a historian 
has been very greatly impaired by the 
prejudice and the intemperance of his 
language in the treatment of Admiral 
Schley’s portion of the West Indian cam- 
paign. TI have written to Mr. Maclay, 
asking him if he has been correctly re- 
ported in the interview which makes him 
say that I read the proofs of the third 
volume of his history and indorsed it. He 
cannot have said that, for it Is not true. 
He sent me the proof, slips of the third 
chapter of his book, which is devoted to 
the mobilization of the new navy and tn 
which I am quoted. I read over those 
proofs and found his statements in that 
chapter correct. I knew_nothing of his in- 
temperate abuse of Admiral Schley and 
it is absurd to say that I should indorse 
his language when he calls Admiral 
Schley a coward. Admiral Schley is no 
coward. 

“I hava never doubted Admiral Schley’s 
bravery or his gallantry in action. I have 
never hesitated to express my regret at 
his apparent lack of steadfastness in fail- 
ing to enter the harbor at Santiago be- 
fore the battle. My views have been set 
forth very clearly on that subject in a 
letter to the senate and there is nothing 
left for me to say on the subject. But 
as for the battle itself, there is no doubt 
that every man did his duty.” 

Questioned in regard to the action which 
might be taken by the naval authorities 
in dealing with Maclay for his intemper- 
ate strictures upon Admiral Schley, Sec- 
retary Long replied: 

“I cannot say. He is a civillan and the 
rigid discipline of the navy is not heli to 
apply to man of his position. When .Cap- 
tain Chadwick indulged in some very 
reprehensible language concerning Admi- 
ral Schley, some time ago, he was severe- 
ly disciplined, but I doubt if such steps 
need be taken in the case of a laborer im 
the dock yards. I have no doubt that 
many clerks in this department have 
written letters discussing the course of 
the department in the Sampson-Schley 
controversy and indulging in some very 
sharp comments on Admiral Crownin- 
shield or Admiral Sampson. But it has 
never occurred to me to hunt them out 
or discipline them. It will be sufficient 
rebuke to Mr. Maclay to learn that his 
book in its present shape has beef? barred 
from the naval academy and that he has, 
by his violent language and evident dis- 
play of prejudice, forfeited what stand- 
ing he may have had as an impartial his- 
torian.”’

Us Handled

Members of Board of Health Recom- 
mended That the City Purchase 
Six Tank Wagons To Fa- 
cilitate Delivery of the 
Refuse. 


Citizens of the first ward, it: seems, 
@re complaining that the odors from the 
city crematory are anytking but pleas- 
ant. 

There are many working people who 
have homes in that ward, and a number 
of them are quoted as declaring that 
sickness has followed in the wake of the 
odors. 

J. F. Lester, who owns the crematory 
and has a centract with the city to in- 
cinerate all the garbage, night soil and 
trash, was seen yesterday afternoon by a 
Constitution reporter and asked if he 
had any statement he wished to give 
out. 

Mr. Lester declined to go inte details, 
and contented himself with stating that 
it was not the crematory which was at 
fault, but the method used by the city 
in delivering the garbage at the plant. 

“It may be remembered,”’ said Mr. Les- 
ter, “that a petition was filed with the 
health board several weeks ago contain- 
ing complaints against the odors which 
were said to emanate from the crema- 
tory. The communication was referred 
to & special committee, and that body 
reported, I believe at the last regular 
session of the board, that the crema- 
tory was all right, but that it waa the 
method of delivery that was wrong. 

“That same committee recommended 
that six tank wagons be purchased by 
the city for the purpose of remedying 
the matter. It is the only proper way 
to deliver to the crematory. When the 
garbage is put into these tanks, no odor 
escapes on the streets, and when they 
are emptied at the crematory, usually 
by compressed air, the same is true. I 
stand upon the report of the board of 
health committee which exonerates the 
plant. Further than that I have noth- 
ing to sgay.”’ 

When the board of health, some months 
_ 4g0, accepted the bid of the Lester Fur- 

nace Company to cremate the city’s gar- 
bage for a term of about eighteen months 
Mr. Lester stated that it was his inten- 
tion to. cover the plant in such a man- 
ner as to prevent the odor from the 
wagons from spreading when they were 
emptied into the furnace. 

This work has been completed, and 
the health board committee reported that 
the crematory was in a splendid condi- 
tion. The building, it was stated, had 
been whitewashed throughout, and ev- 
ery means had been taken to prevent 
the crematory from becoming a nui- 
sance.% 

Somé"of those who are quoted as com- 
plaining of the crematory say that the 
odors from the furnace have caused 
sickness in their families, and that they 
will be compelled to move glsewhere 
unless something is done to stop the 
stench, as they brand it.

DICKERSON GETS 


Get Money Out ef Ex-Slaves on Prom- 
ise of Securing Pensions. 


DECISION MAY RELEASE HIM. 


Court Holds That Evidence Does Not 
Show Swindling, 


He Represented the Ex-Slaves’ Mu- 
tual Relief, Bounty and Pension 
Association. 


I. H. DickefftOn, the negro who was 
found guilty in the city court before 
Judge ‘Calhoun, about four months ago, 
of cheating and swindling and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $1,000 or serve twelve 
months on the chaingang, was, on yester- 
day, granted a new trial by the supreme 
court. 

Dickerson was put down as a smooth 
article, and he represented a scheme 
which went under'the high-sounding name 
of the Ex-Slaves’ Mutual Relief, Bounty 
and Pension Association. Under his 
plan ex-slaves were called on to con- 
tribute to a fund which, ostensibly, was 
to be used to get a bill through con- 
gress to grant them pensions. All of 
these institutions have been pronounced 
frauds by the United States postoffice 
department, and the use of the mails 
has been prohibited them. 

Dickerson worked his racket here for 
awhile collecting the fee of 25 cents from 
a number of negroes who were once 
slaves. It was bruited about that the 
scheme was a fraud, and one of the ne- 
groes who had contributed to Dicker- 
son’s fund, Siller Smith, had him arrest- 
ed. She had paid him 75 cents as fees for 
herself, her father and her mother. 

The court found Dickerson guilty of 
cheating and swindling and sentenced 
him to pay a fine of $1,000 or spend 
twelve months on the chaingang. He was 
represented by James E. Warren, who 
promptly appealed his case to the su- 
preme court. Dickerson has been in 
jail since his trial, about four months ago. 

The supren:e court in deciding the case 
appears to hold that Dickerson was im- 
properly convicted on the evidence at 
hand. , The headnote of the decision, 
which is quite brief, says: 

“False representations to be the basis 
of a prosecution for cheating and swind- 
ling must relate either to the past or 
the present. No promise or statement 
as to what may occur in the future, how- 
ever false, will serve as a basis for such 
@ prosecution.” 

The opinion of the court eclaborates 
somewhat upon this rule of law and says 
from the evidence that Dickerson did 
not make false representations with. re- 
gard to any past or existing fact. The 
evidence, the court states, was not suf- 
ficient to authorize a verdict of guilty.

IN THE WEATHER 


A Monetenous Sameness of Moderate 
Comfert Holds Sway. 


AVERAGE SUMMER WEATHER 


Heat Slightly Above Normal, but 
Not Excessive—Humidity Small. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS WILL CONTINUE 


The Sunshine Recorder Is the Only 


Weather Instrument Doing 
Record-Breaking Business. 


Unless something startling comes off 
soon in the weather line, that time-worn 
topic of talk will have to be relegated 
to the past as absolutely devoid of con- 
versational possibilities. A dead level of 
monotony seems to have settled down 
over this section, so far as its weather 
manifestations are concerned. From 
one day to another the weather man 
would not even have to renew the of- 
ficial maps and forecasts. What it was 
yesterday is a safe thing to predict it 
will be today, and what happens today 
is most likely to recur tomorrow. 

The sameness is decidedly monotonous, 
but when one observes the trying condi- 
tions of heat and draught in other sec- 
tions it would be flying in the face of 
Providence to complain of a tedious uni- 
formity which is at least comfortable 
and pleasant. 

Atlantans are enjoying life in moder- 
ate summer coolness with frequent show- 
ers to contribute needed moisture, while 
people out in Kansas are still parching 
up in the hundreds under relentless tor- 
rid skies and ynbearable dryness. These 
awful conditons have continued for 
weeks. Brick pavements in the cities 
are still spouting up in the air like vol- 
canic eruptions—caused by heat expan- 
sion—and the country people are forced 
to set helplessly by and see their crops 
devastated by the fiery sun. 

The highest point reached here yester- 
day was only 89 degrees. The lowest 
was 73. This range was of unusual uni- 
formity, making an average, of 81, which 
is 2 degrees above the normal. For 


recorded as much as 2 degrees above the 
expected average temperature. No ex- 
tremes of heat, however, have been 
reached. 

The humidity during the hottest part 
of the day was slight. At no time did 
it seem uncomfortably warm. Good 
northwesterly breezes also tended to di- 
minish the heat. The local showers fore- 
casted for yesterday did not materialize 
in Atlanta. These showers have re- 
cently been general throughout the state, 
especially in the eastern and southwest- 
ern parts. 

Weather conditions and much needed 
rain have lately been of great benefit to 
those crops which were not too seriously 
injured to recuperate. Early corn is 
reported much damaged. 

Partly cloudy, occasional local show- 
ers and continued high temperature are 
forecasted for today.

Mr. DeLacy has made a 
popular official, and he would doubtless 
make a sticng race. 

The indications are, from the foregoing.

heard from, that there will be rather a 
lively scramble in the eleventh should 
Mr. Brantley decide to go out for guber- 
natorial honors. ,

Chief Justice Simmons Praises Carrell 
County’s Sheriff. 


COURT’S OPINION: RENDERED. 


With More Such Sheriffs There 
Would Be Less Mob Law. 


WILLIAMS CONVICTED ON SUSPICION 


Supreme Court Says “All Honor to 
This Sheriff and His Little 
‘ Posse!’’ 


The opinion of the supreme court in 
the case of Ike Williams, the Carroll 
county negro who was sentenced to be 
hanged for the murder of little Otis 
Word, was handed down yesterday. 

The decision granting Williams a new 
trial on the ground that he was convict- 
ed only on suspicion was rendered sev- 
eral days ago, but the opinion was not 
completed until yesterday. 

The opinion was written by Chief Jus- 
tice Simmons, and the interesting feature 
of it is the compliment the supreme court 
Pays to Sheriff Joseph L. Merrill, of Car- 
roll county, who, with two others, re- 
sisted a mob of 0 infuriated citizens 
who were bent on taking Willims’s life. 
The court, as has been stated in The 
Cinstitution, granted Williams a rew 
trial on the ground that his conviction 
Was based purely upon circumstantial evi- 
dence which did not do more than czeate 
a suspicion of his guilt. According to a 
wel] known rule of iaw, this is not suffi- 
cient. 


Chief Justice Simmons quotes from sec- 
tion 984 of the penal code: 

“To warrant a.conviction on circum- 
stantial evidence. the proven facts must 
not only be consistent with the hyrothe- 
sis of guilt, but must exclude every other 
reasonable hypothesis save that of the 
guilt of the accused.”’’ 

Later on in his opinion Justice Simmons 
says: 

“Under this rule, if the state relies upen 
circumstantial evidence. that evidence 
must be so strong as to ‘exclude every 
other reasonable hypothesis save that 
of the guilt of the accused. It must be 
in@gnsistent with his innocence. This 
court has held on several occasions that, 
in cases involving life or Mberty, this rule 
must not be relaxed. When a heinous 
crime has been committed in a community 
and the people are greatly shock there- 
by, it is natural for them to catch at 
any little circumstance to throw suspi- 
cion upon some person and to conclude 
from this or that- circumstance that he 
is the guilty party. The horror of the 
crime and their desire, as good citizens, 
to see the guilty party punished and the 
law vindicated, frequently lead them to 
premature judgment which oftentimes 
follows them into the jury box, where, 
as jurymen, they not infrequently find 
persons guilty on bare suspicion alone. 
This is demonstrated by the reconis of 
cases passed upon by this court, com- 
mencing with the earlier volumes of our 
reports and continuing to the last. one. 
For a reference to some of these ceses 
see Bell vs, state 93 Ga. 557. Juries shou!d 
guard themselves in this respect and not 
find verdicts on mere suspicion. They 
should uphold the IAW as laid down in 
their own code, whatever may be their 
private views or prejudices.” 

In speaking of the action of Sheriff 
Merrill. Justice Simmons says: 

“From the reports in the public prints 
we know that the people of the country 
in which this trial was held have a grand 
example of a jaw-abiding citizen in their 
midst. Their own sheriff may have heen 
of their opinion as to the guilt of this 
accused, yet when the trial judge, after 
refusing a new trial, granted a superse- 
deas in order that this writ cf error 
might be sued out, the sheriff protected 
his prisoner at the hazard of lis cwn 
life against an infuriated mob. He taught 
the mob that the law would shoot as well 
as hang. In our opinion If other sheriffs 
in the state would exercise the same 
courage and fidelity to duty es did this 
noble man, many lynchings would be 
prevented and mobs grow much less fre- 
quent. All honor to this sheriff and his 
little posse!”’ 


MRS. DIXON GETS NEW TRIAL 


Was Sentenced for Life for Murder 
of Husband. 


WALDEN SERVING A LIFE TERM 


He and Mrs. Dixon Were Charged 
with the Crime of Putting Hus- 
band Out of the Way. 


The supreme court yesterday granted a 
new trial to Mrs. Serah Dixon, who was 
convicted in Johnson county of the mur- 
der of her husband and sentenced to 
spend the rest of her life in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The crime for which Mrs. Dixon was 
tried was a peculiarly atrocious one. She 
and a man by the name of Jerry Walden 
are said to have been intimate, and the 
husband being in the way, they killed 
him. Both were arrested shortly after 
the murddr and Walden was tried first. 
He was convicted and given a life term 
in the penitentiary. 

The same sentence was given Mrs. Dix- 
on, but the supreme court’ holds that the 
alleged confession, which formed part 
of the evidence against her, was vi- 
tiated by the fact that it was not alto- 
gether voluntary. It appears that the of- 
ficer having her in custody advised her 
that if she knew anything she had bet- 
ter tellit. This, the court holds, destroys 
the value of the confession ag evidence. 
Another point upon which the court 
granted a new trial was that the lower 
court charged that a confession had been 
made by Mrs. Dixon although that was 
disputed in the evidence for the defense. 
This, the supreme court holds, was an 
error. All of the justices concurred in 
reversing the court below. ‘ 


COUPONS PILE UP 
IN VAST NUMBERS 


Out-of-Tewn Friends Aid the Contest- 
ants Here, 4 


THE POLICE ARE HUSTLING 


Many Methods Are Employed for Ac- 
quiring the Ballots. 


CONSOLIDATION PLAN IS POPULAR 


The Contest Waxes Warm While 
Good Humor and Energy Prevail 
Among These in the Race. 


“There never was a contest in this or 
any other place entered into with the 
Same spirit and persistency.” 

The above remark was made yesterday 
by @ man prominent in labor circles, who 
was discussing The Constitution voting 
contest for the Buffalo exposition trip. 
This union member is a man who has 
traveled extensively and had abundant 
opportunity to see the workings of vot- 
ing contests in their various phases. He 
said it was almost beyond belief that any 
race of the kind could so enthuse the 
people as The Constitution contest has 
done. 

_.One explanation of this remarkable 
display of enthusiasm, energy and nerse- 
verance,’’ he said, “is attributable to the 
fact that policemen, firemen, labor union 
members—in fact, every man, woman and 
child connected directly or remotely in 
any way with this contest knows that 
the governing and paramount principles 
of the race are absolute fairness and 
equity. I have seen many contests of 
this kind, and they have not all heen 
absolutely free from favoritism and the 
like. The Constitution offer, though, was 
accepted by the people in the spirit in 
which It was made, fair and geperous at 
the start, open to each and every one 
alike under the sti~ulated conditions, and 
the best man’s (or woman’s) race to the 
finish.’’ 

The above is but one of numberless 
expressions of the kind that have been 
made by those taking an active part in 
the race, and others who are viewing it 
simply as interested spectators. 

Ballots Still Pour In. 

The contest has grown to proportions: 
that may be said to be almost limitless. 
Seemingly as countless as erains of sand 
on the seashore are the coupons that 
already have accumulated at this com- 
paratively early stage of the race. In 
racing parlance, the bunch has not yet 
rounded the first turn of the course, and 
the most prophetically inclined will not 
dare to hazard a prediction what the 
race will show when the _ stretch is 
reached with the wire in sight. 

The little boy who told of his gifts 
from Santa Claus one Christmas morn- 
ing by saying he had “hea~s of them, 
enough to fill our whole back vard,”’ 
came about as near as any one could to 
expressing the number of coupons that 
already has accumulated, even at this ear- 
ly stage of the race. If a person inex- 
perienced in such affairs were to be 
shown the bewildering array of coupons 
that has accumulated since Saturday 
last and asked how iong he imagined it 
‘would take one man to sort and count 
them, there is not the shadow of a doubt 
but this inexperienced person would 
promptly reply that one man might do 
it in a lifetime if he did not take too 
long for dinner and lived to a ripe old 
age. 

It is an unexaggerated statement that 
the deposit of a thousand coupons at a 
time is a common  occurrencé. The 
smaller deposits of from fifty to a hun- 
dred at a time have grown to be so 
numerous that there is no way of even 
approximating their aggregate save by 
the actual official count. One of the fire- 
men said yesterday that he is thinking 
of getting a push cart to bring his 
coupons to The Constitution office, as the 
physical strain of carrying them is too 
great a tax on his strength. 

Mails Bring Coupons, 

An employee of the postoffice remarked 
yesterday that. in his belief, not a mail 
comes into Atlanta these days but briugs 
a liberal share of Constitution coupons. 
“The woods are full of them,” he said, 
“and it would not be a bad plan for 
Uncle Sam to furnish the carriers with 
automobiles while this contest lasts, judg- 
ing from the increased bulk of mail mat- 
ter they have to distribute.” It is freely 
predicted that the winners of the expost- 
tion trip will show many coupons to 
their credit received from out of town, 
and to this end the candidates are think- 
ing up acquaintances, friends and rela- 
tives they never before knew existed and 
writing them to send in coupons at any 
risk, “using the inclosed stamp for re- 
ply.” A candidate would come opretty 
near “‘settin’ 'em up” to a man who owes 
him money these days if, thereby, a 
coupon or two might be gained. The man 
who wins either of the offers in the 
contest will have proven beyond 4qll_ques- 
tion his claim to the title of hustler, for 
it is the aman with the rake and the en- 
ergy to use it who will see the Pan- 
American exposition next fall with the 
thought in his heart and the wotds on 
his tongue that The Constitution is “the 
real thing.” 

Police Are Hustling. 

As was predicted in yesterday’s Consti- 
tution, there was an avalanche of coupons 
in the police department yesterday when 
the ballots clipped from Sunday’s paper 
were handed in. 

One policeman is said to have received 
10,000. The mail box was full of letters 
containing coupons and every one of the 
candidates was handed rolls of ballots. 
These will possibly not be handed in until 
Thursday. 

One of the candidates in the police 
department withdrew yesterday and 
threw his votes over to another patrol- 
man. This has been the only change 
among the police. This leaves nine can- 
didates in the race so far, and there will 
be more to retire. 

Chief Ball is taking much interest in 
the race, advising the men to keep cool— 
that is, as cool as possible during the hot 
spell—and to win the race on the fssue of 
popularity.

New York, July 22.—The race between 
the Constitution and the Columbia on 
Long Island sound today again demon- 
strated that the Constitution is the faster 
fairweather craft. In a light breeze and 
Bmooth water, over a twenty-one-mile 
course, Columbla was defeated four 
minutes and eighteen seconds’ elapsed 
time. 

The cruise of the New York Yacht 
club opened brilliantly today with the 
race for three valuable cups presented 
by Commodore Ledyard. The water was 
smooth and the wind fairly steady from 
start to finish. The Constitution started 
absolutely last of all the competitors. 
She overhauled the hindmost very rap- 
idly, and several minutes before the out- 
rard mark was reached she held a proud 
position in the van, beating the Colum- 


bia four minutes and seven seconds. 
Luffing beautifully round the marks, she 
buckled down to a pretty thresh to wind- 
ward, and in this short leg she gained 
fifty-six seconds on her rival. In the last 
leg she gained six seconds and romped 
past the stake boat, a winner of the 
commodore’s cup. 

The extension of the bowsprit of the 
Constitution will necessitate a remeas- 
urement of the yacht for time allowance. 
Roughly estimated, the Constitution 
should allow the Columbia fifty-one sec- 
onds over a twenty-one mile course. On 
corrected time, therefore. the Constitu- 
tion is a winner by thirty-seven minwtes 
and twenty-seven seconds.

WANTED BY JACKSON COUNCIL 


He Had Been in Jackson Catching 
Blind Tigers. 


SAYS HE IS ONLY WANTED AS WITNESS

Dear Sirs—I have read your open letter a- 
dressed to me and published In The Atlanta 
Constitution, As it seemed proper to you to 
take that method of communicating what you 
had to say, I, of course, submit what I have 
to say in reply through the same medium, 


In the first place, I wish to say that I have 
never viclated a pledge made to anyone in 
connection with voting for franchises. I have 
never been influenced in casting a single vote 
by any character of personal interest or pecu- 
niary gain, nor by the promise of personal in- 
terest, or of pecuniary gain in any manner, and 
any statement to the effect that I have done £0, 
by whomsoever made, is absolutely false. I 
defy any man or set of men to prove to the 
contrary. That my position on this and all 
other franchise matters has been consistent, 
and open, and actuated without fear or favor, 
but solely for what I conceive to be the best 
interest of the general public, I expect at the 
proper time and in the proper way to vindicate, 

In the second place, I have lived in this city 
nearly twenty years. I do not think it would 
be deemed flattery for me to say that my 
ideals of what constitutes a gentleman of in- 
tegrity and honor are as exalted as those 
of yourselves, and I am willing for the record 
of. my public and private life, during all 
these years, to determine whether or not I

In the third place, I can understand, some- 
what, how citizens of a given community, 
when failing to get what they desire, and what 
to them seems proper, may become aroused to 
a feeling of resentment against those who have 
not taken their views on all phases of the 
questions tnyolved. And I can understand how, 
when the leader of a movement on the part 
of such citizens chances to be the regular at- 
torney of the contending street railway com- 
pany, they might be brought to give utterance 
to intemperate expressions. - There are, how- 
ever, the names of some citizens among your 
number who I do not believe could have read 
the paper to which their names are appended 
before authorizing them to be placed there. 

If submitted in the proper spirit, I would 
esteem it a privilege to fully answer every 
question propounded in your communication, 
but the manner of these questions renders it 
perfectly apparent that they are not asked 
for the purpose of eliciting information, but 
only employed by the writer as an avenue to 
vent a spirit of spleen and vituperation. 

I deem it proper to say now, with all the 
emphasis I can command, that in the future, 
as in the past, I will vote on all questions as 
I deem right and best for the general public 
welfare. without reference to personal inter- 
est or any shade of partiality as between cor- 
porations and individuals. I hope I am equal 
to rising above the natural Inclination to be 
repulsed from giving fair consideration to cer- 
tain questions by -any deep-latd scheme cf 
perrecution and personal abuse. I do say, 
absolutely, that no such course, no matter hy 
whom inspired, nor to what extent carried. 
could be sufficient to cause me to waver one 
iota from what my clear judgment indicates 
as being right. 

In closing I may say: I consider your as- 
sumed moral advice as perfectly gratuitous. 
I am certainly the equal of yourselves on all 
questions involving uprightness of character 
and moral integrity, and otherwise, except in 
the ability to indulge in the use of vituper- 
ation and abuse, and in an effort to destroy 
character. In that I yield to you the palm.

ALD. KILPATRICK’S ANSWER 
TO FOURTH WARD COMMITTEE 


Messrs, J. Frank Beck, Charles T. Hopkins 
and Others. Gentlemen: Your open letter, 
addressad to me in The Atlan‘a. Journal of the 
20th instant, was not read hy me until) this 
morning. I cannot undertake a full reply 
thereto, for I have not, lMke you, control of 
the columns of a newspaper, and cannot af- 
ford, even’ if I were so inclined, to indulge in 
such unjustifiable attempts at sarcasm as 
abound in your uncharged for communication. 
Whether you meant it or not, it is true that 
I ‘“‘have done nothing whatever in the past few 
months which would require the cloak of se- 
erecy.’' Can you honestly and truthfully say 
the same? 

It is also true thet I do aot dread the public 


eye, which, if report be true, is more than 
& me of you can truthfully say: but I con- 
fess that I do not appreciate such a commu- 
nication as you addressed to me nominally, 
but to the public in reality, for the purpose of 
ridiculing and injuring me, nor do I approve 
the motive that evidently inspired ‘t. Certain- 
ly it was not for the public good. Have you 
forgotten the letter written after the Forrest 
avenue franchise had been vetoed and the 
veto sustained which you prepared, dated 
February 23d last, addressed to the mayor, 
and which was signed by Councilmen Terry, 
Garrett and myself, at your instance and re- 
quest, and which, on the same day, resulted in 
a communication to us from the mayor in 
which he says: ‘‘Your assurance, however, as 
well as that of the people of your ward, as 
conveyed through you, gves far toward re- 
moving an obstacle which I could not surmount 
in my consideration of the action of council. I 
feel that I can the more readily yteld to your 
arguments that this case be considered as an 
exceptional one and in no sense a precedent 
for the future, and I have all the better reason 
to so consider ft in the assurance that I will 
have your support whenever occasion arises for 
the maintenance of the principles on which I 
stand. If, therefore, the council, in tts wis- 
dom, returns the Forrest avenue franchise to 
me re-enacted, 1 will permit it to become a 
law, waiving none of my convictions, but 
viewing the question purely in the light of the 
exceptional surroundings which you rv fully 
set forth. Viewed from such a standpoint it 
cannot and will not be considered in the nature 
of a precedent, nor would I consent to its adop- 
tion 1€ it could be so considered.’ 

Do you remember what was stated in the 
letter to the mayor you got up for the sig- 
nature of the fourth ward members of the 
general coum: I give the letter in full, es 
follows: 

‘“KFebruary .s, 1901.—Hon. Livingston Mims, 
Mayor's wiuic@, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Bir: 
representatives of tne fourth ward in 
aidermanic board and in the council, we, 
undersigned, appeal to you in the matter of 
the Forrest avenue franchise, 

“We feel sure thit if you understood the 
exceptional conditions surrounding the neces- 
sity for the granting ot this franchise to the 
Atlanta Hapia Transit Company for tne pervod 
as covered by the general charter of that 
company, that, viewing the matter purely as 
@n exceptional case and not applying the 
principle of your inaugural address, you will 
consent to the granting of this franchise as 
asked for. 

‘In the first place, it is the unanimous sen- 
timent of the people directly interested in this 
service and in the territory into which the 
proposed line is to be built, that this franchise 
should be granted. 

“We do not mean by 
people of the territory interested do not ap- 
prove the general principle of your argument 
that all franchises should be granted for short 
rather than long terms; indeed, many of the 
people of our ward openly take the position 
that, viewing the matter from the standpoint 
of a general principle, you are correct; but, 
without exception, that you are wrong in ap- 
plying such general principle to the condition 
which, on account of its pecullar surround- 
ings, should be viewed purely as an excep- 
tional case. 

“‘Let us call your attention to the fact that 
this is not, nor can it ever be, a main trunk 
line—it is simply a side line, affecting @nly 
six blocks, and yet a line which, if construct- 
ed, will present to the people of the ward 
an opportunity to reach the center of the city 
ty a much more convenient and agreeable 
route than is now offered them in an Indirect 
route, which brings them to the center of the 
city, but at a considerable loss of time and 
distance. 

‘As representatives of this ward, and in a 
purely friendly spirit, we urge that you take 
up this matter again for consideration, regard- 
ing it purely as a exceptional case. We do 
not ask you to surrender any principle: on the 
other hand, we agree with you in the general 
principle that the city should receive substan- 
tial return for its franchises, either through a 
direct tax or by the ultimate guarantee that 
in time the city will be compensated for the 
use of its streets. 

“If the Forrest avenue franchise asked for 
a trunk line, or if it represented a main ar- 
tery of transportation to the center of the city, 
we would not thus importune you, as we recog- 
nize the wisdom of your argument as applied 
to such conditions. Our point is, that this 
being purelv a side line—not much more than 
a side track—it should be considered in con- 
nection with its exceptional features, and as 
such would not be measured by the principle 
enunciated In your Inaugural message. Very

Before your Mr. Beck and Others called on 
me, I had learned that a meeting had been 
held at which it was agreed that I should be 
boycotted if I would not yield to your de-

such) would surely not wish to appear to the 
world as maligners and detractors and buil- 
dozers.

Guardian Appointed for the Imbecile 
Colored Woman. 


HUSBAND KILLED IN SIXTIES 


Was Soldier in Federal Army—Se- 
rena Deranged in Mind and Pen- 
sion Was Withheld. 


Serena Murphy, an old negress, who 
lives at Hapeville, is the creditor of U nele 
Sam to the extent of something more than 
$4,000. Her claim to this tidy sum is due 
to the work of a confederate bullet which 
ended the mortal career of her husdand, 
a soldier in the federal army during the 
war between the states. 

As the widow of a federal soldier, the 
ojd negro woman, vho is close to ninety 
years of age. is entitled to a pension of 
tS per month from 1866 to 1886, and of $12 
per month from 1886 to July 1, 191. This 
aggregates a total of $4,118.75. 

This lucky beneficiary, under the pen- 
s'on law of the government, is an imbe- 
ciie, having been adiudged such in a trial 
held before the ordinary of Fulton 
eccunty, on May 20th last. During all of 
these years the old woman has been with- 
cut a guardian, ‘which, in her mentally 
deficient state, precluded the payment bv 
the government of the pension to her. At 
the recent trial Julian Sims qualified as 
the gvardian of Serena Murphy, thus 
elenring the way to the possession of the 
pension money. The papers in the case 
have been fixed by Mr. Sims as the law 
Cirects, end all thet remains is for him 
to receive the money in his capacitv as 
guardian. 

Under the lew, the old woman is en- 
titled to a pension of $36 per quarter, or 
$12 per month during the rest of her life. 
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ATLANTA FOOD FREE FROM 
CHEMICAL ADULTERATIONS 


Report from other cities in the north 
and west that chemical spraving is being 
used by tradesmen to preserve fruits and 
vegetables gave rise to an investigation 
of the subject in Atlanta. It was found 
that the city is entirely free from such 
dangerous and criminal practices -on the 
part of fruit and market dealers and that 
Atlanta has not been subjected to this 
unscrupulous and serious menace to pub- 
lic health. 

In Chicago manv cases were discovered 
where market products had been sprayed 
with formaldehyde. This is a powerful 
chemical used chiefly in fumigation in 
cases of contarious disease. As a food 
adulterant it ig a dangerous poison. For- 
malin, which is the basic element of for- 
maldehyde, has been largely used. 

The city chemist says that he does 
not belleve these chemicals would actual- 
ly preserve vegetable matter by simply 
beine sprayed externally, but that the 
attempt on the part of dealers would be 
extremely dangerous to public health. He 
States that he has had no complaint of 
such a state of affairs existing in At- 
lanta, 

‘Adulteration of butter in Chicago and 
the east has been found to be a serious 
source of dishonest dealing. In many in- 


s. 


stances common talc has been used in 
butter to increase its weight. This adds 
about 2 per cent and is difficult to de- 
tect. Being simply powdered sandstone, 
which is an oilv stone, it mixes easily 
with the butter fats and adds mineral 
weight, giving literallv ‘‘a stone’’—if not 
for bread—at least for butter. 

Milk has also been a prolific source of 
chemical treatment to keep it from sour- 
ing in hot weather. Many dairies were 
discovered to be using strong chemicals 
in their milk. Such acids are extremely 
dangerous to the delicate stomach of a 
child. Children fed on such milk were 
literally starved to death. 

The only complaint made in Atlanta its 
about the condition of cans used in deliv- 
ering and carrying milk. During hot 
weather unusual precautions of extreme 
cleanliness are necessary. Milk cans 
should be carefully cleansed so that not 
a drop of old milk may remain. A single 
drop of sour milk is sufficient to start 
premature fermentation in a large wessel 
of perfectly fresh and pure milk. Datries 
are cautioned as to this fact. When 
milk, otherwise up to the _ standard, 
turns sour too soon—even for hot weath- 
er, which makes it sour more readily— 
it is usually .ound that proper care has 
not been observed in keeping the cans or 
bottles perfectly sweet.

Day. 


STILL A WEATHER MARKET 


Bulls Had It All Their Own Way in 
Chicago—Stocks Closed De- 
cidedly Lower. 


New Ycrk, July 22.—Cotton had an irregular 
Movement all day, and local sentiment was 
mixed from the very beginning to an unusual 
degree. News was ccnflicting, while business 
eream =the outside was not sufficiextly regular 
elther way to allow of room traders depending 
on it for backing. The opening was barely 
steady with prices unchanged to 3 points high- 
er, a poor response to better English cables 
than expected, poor receipts and favorable ad- 
vices from southern spot markets. Soon after 
the call liquidation set in on quite extensive 
lines and forced prices rapidly lower, the de- 
cline at one time reaching 9 points. Reports 
of light showers to hard rains in parts of the 
central and western belt. created distrust in 
bull circles and prompted beer selling for a 
small turn, Before midday the market was on 
the tack with the pit covering its shorts. 
New Orleans stiffened up quite sharply in the 
early afternoon and sent a number of buying 
orders, half of which tended to strengthen 
bull confidence. But in the absence of liberal 
public support the bulls were slow to take the 
aggressive, and late events proved to be of a 
most matter. of fact order. The forecast indi- 
cated thunderstcrms all over the southwest, 
except western Texas, which wiil remain clear 
and warm. Private accounts from Texas were 
conflicting. Clearances for export today were 
23,000 bales, and included 10,000 bales from 
New York and 7,000 from Galveston for the 
continent. The July options held a relatively 
firm pecsition to the rest of the Hst, but was 
very dull the rest of the day. The close was 
quiet with prices net 2 points higher to 8 
points lower, 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, July 22.—There was not much 
doing in the market for spot cotton. Buvers 
were moving about among sample rooms quiet- 
ly, but did not appear overweighted with cr- 
ders for execution, and, as factors show no 
great anxiety to coax a free movement by 
shading down their asking prices, the trading 
was decidedly slow. Sales 950 bales, includ- 
ing 600 to arrive. Quotaticns unchanged. 

The market for contracts was far from ac- 
tive today, even the October and December po- 
sitions being sadly neglected. Trouble with 
the telegraph wires was, in great part, 
sponsible for the dearth of trading, as 
operators seemed disinclined to move 
without full information concerning the trend 
of sentiment at Liverpool and New York. 
The market opened barely steady at a decline 
of 8 points from Saturday's figures, under- 
went a few faint variations and at the close 
showed a net loss of 2 to 4 points on the day.

The 
special bulletin by the weather bureau. on 
Saturday, showing the most protracted heat 
in the history of the department as far as 
some of the western states are concerned, 
is in itself enough to keep any one from the 
short side of cotton until there are evidences 
of such a change in the weather that would in- 
sure a much larger cotton crop than now seems 
in view. There are all kinds of reports to 
be had on the floor as to the progress of the 
crop, but until Washington authorities show 
that the crop is improving there is not likely 
to be a bear movement in cotton, The report 
tomorrow is anticipated with interest and may 
have an effect upon the market.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York,, July 22.—The unsettled. condi- 
tion of the speculative mind was cleafly mani- 
fest when the stock market opened this morn- 
ing with'a fresh batch of unfavorable news 
regarding the corn crop and affecting also the 
chances of the spring wheat crop. The Grang- 
ers and Pacifics and Southwesterns were all 


-acutely depressed, and heavy blocks of shares 


of each of those roads were thrown ‘hpon the 
market, opening sales reaching as high as 
10,000 shares for Union Pacific. Conditiorfs 
were much like those of last Monday and the 
trading contingeft were mich inclined to look 


for some effective support to the market as was 


offered last’: Monday by the ‘pewerful capitalists 
who have a paramount interest in keeping uD 
the prices oftheir properties. The selling on 
the short side after the opening dip was there- 
fore conducted with some signs of timidity 
and caution. There was, in fact, effective 
support offered at the opening low level. But 
the incipient rally was checked when the corn 
market opened and the excited condition of 
affairs there was observed. The present mar- 


ket is largely influenced by the close proximity 


of the brokers in stocks and the brokers in 
grain, the stock exchange being in temporary 
quarters on a rtion of the produce exchange 
Noor, with only a half wall dividing them. 
Not only are the proceedings in each exchange 
to be seen from the floor of the other, but 
brokers are constantly passing 
the other and operating on both, This per- 
sonal contact exaggerates the sentimental ef- 
fect of the grain market on the stock market. 
There were occasional rallies on the down 
due to the covering of board room 
who took quick profits. The loaning 
rate for stocks dces not indicate a widely ex- 
tended short interest beyond the in and cut 
transactions by the board room traders. The 
bearish operators are in constant apprehen- 
sion of some maneuver of announcement hy 
which would cause a sudden rally and cost 
the shorts heavy losses.

Chicago, July 22.—In the grain pits this was 
a widely bullish day. Impelied by the hope- 
less tone of advices from the parched prai- 
ries, wheat, corn and oats scored sensational 
advances and closed excitedly strong, re- 
spectively 3%@4%c and S3@3%c higher for 
September delivery. Provisions closed higher 
in sympathy, September pork advancing 35c. 

Wheat opened with a demand for Septem- 
ber from 69%@70%c, an advance of %@%@ 
i1%c on higher cables, bullish statistics, sym- 
pathy with corn, but to a greater degree to re- 
ports of heat and drought in the northwest, 
coupled with messages claiming damages had 
already reached a serious stage. In the Dako- 
tas and in Minnesota many fields were said 
to have been shriveled by the dry, scorching 
winds. Realizing largely by the local 
fessional interest caused an early drop to 69% 
@69%c. This selling movement was of con- 
siderable weight, but buying orders accumu- 
lated fast, and after a few moments of de- 
pression the market became wild again and 
shortly after noon September was bid up to 
73%c.

September. opened with a chorus of bids from 
57@59c. Selling by longs influenced an early 
reaction to 58c, but here the sweeping demand 
from the country, as well as from the local 
people, caught the market, and it scarcely 
stopp2:d advancing until 59%c had been paid 
for'a small lot. . The close was strong, 
higher at 59%@59%c. One of the _ reports 
which was influential said that a railroad 
was carrying back to Kansas 200,000 bushels 
of corn from Minnesota.

Wheat and Corn Market Excited. 


New York, July 22.—The crowd which sur- 
rounded the corn ring was larger than usual 
this morning. Brokers with their hands full 
of buying orders were constantly besieged by 
messenger boys bringing dispatches that told 
of continued hot, dry weather all over the 
corn belt. The bell at [0:30 o'clock trans- 
formed this nervous crowd of brokers 
into a crowd of excited men. To the 
gallery it looked like a veritable bed- 
lam. News coming in from the west told of 
advances in prices and only added fuel to the 
excitement. There being few sellers, the price 
jumped rapidly. Even wheat was affected, and 
before the day was out robbed corn of its 
leading place and absorbed most of the spec- 
ulative interest itself. This double market was 
something new on ‘change, and attracted the 
attention of the whole floor. The bulls claimed 
that spring wheat was being ruined by ex- 
cessive heat, and the public evidently believ- 
ing the reports to a considerable extent, sent 
in a stream of buying orders. September, 
which closed Saturday at 73%, opened at 
74%c, and by noon was up to 76c. The stratn 
was heavy to buy, as orders kept coming prices 
kept rising until before the close 77%c was 
toushed. Then a reaction to 77\%c followed, 
with a later rise on the curb to 77U#. For- 
eign houses bought freely for French account, 
and cables were generally higher and strong.

OSCAR .TRIGGS, of the 
Pp University of Chicago, whose alleged 

utterance ‘‘that.no orthodox man 
has any business studying literature, for 
all real literature is hetredox,"" has been 
attacked by Charles R. Foster, of Wes- 
leyan Female college, of Macon, is well 
known in Atlanta, while his charming 
wife was one of the acknowledged belles 
of Tennessee when her marriage to Pro- 
fessor Triggs occurred. It was shortly 
after his visit here, four years ago, 
when he delivered a seriés of lectures on 
biofogy that he visited Knoxville and 
first met her. she being Miss Laura Mc- 
Adoo, of that city. 

The warriage has proved a very happy 
one, and while Professor Triggs has 
pursued his brilliant career us an edu- 
cator, lecturer and writer, Mrs. Triggs is 
meeting with literary achievements. 

Though her scholastic life and early 
womanhood were spent in Tennessee, Mrs. 
Triggs claims Georgia es her native state, 
having been born in Milledgeville. She 
has written for a number of eastern 
magazines, and has done’ some grilliant 
work for The Boston Transcript. From 
her first efforts as a young girl Mrs. 
Triggs has been a writer of pronounced 
views. She has stood not only for wo- 
man’s economic independence, but for 
political equality and equal educational 
opportunities, and when attacked at one 
time for her “‘breadth of view” or rather 
“license of thought,”’ as her critics were 
pleased to term it, she smilingly an- 
swered: “IT apologize neither for the 
elemental laws, ror for my views.” 

In an: interview with a correspondent of 
The Constitution this spring, when a 
rumber of bright women were giving their 
opinion on the ‘“‘lovg note” of the mod- 
ern novel, Mrs. Triggs aptly said of 
Lydgate and Rosamond occupying the 
central interest, while the courtship of 
Fred Vincy and Mary Garth is subsidiary. 

“Of the later echool Hardy’s ‘Jude the 
Obscure,’ is a striking example of the 
problem of the conjugal relation. Robert 
Herrick’s two books, “The Gospel of 
Freedom’ and “The Web of Life,’ both 
deal with the same analysis.

The novel 
has taken its place as an agent in social 
construction and is no longer a purveyor 
of romantic unrealities. Howells has 
more than any cther one writer brought 
before us in fiction the whole of domestic 
relations and more attached our interest 
to them, so that it matters little whether 
a ‘lovestory’ is tncluded in his book or 
not. life is always before us, with its dif- 
ferent phases of attachment or repulsion. 
I believe that the tendency I have tried 
to describe is growing and that the love 
note in fifture novels will widen out more 
and more. As a prophecy of this, I might 
mention Hervey Write’s ‘Quicksand,’ just 
published, wherein family love is dis- 
played and it is shown how even family 
affection may work to the detriment of 
individual developm ent.”

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SUITS AGAINST SEABOARD 


Two Filed in the City Court of At- 
lanta Yesterday. 


CLAIM PERMANENT INJURY 


One Was ror $10,000 and Other for 
$5,000—Allegations of the 
Plaintiffs in Cases. 


Two damage suits were filed in the city 
court yesterday against the Seaboard Air 
Line Railway Company, aggregating $15, - 
000. One of these, for $10,000, was filed 
by Edward Hankinson, of Florida, for 

10,000; the other, for $5,000, was filed by 
William B. Gray, of this city. Both of 
the accidents for which damages are 
asked occurred in the state of Florida. 

The damages sustained in the Hankin- 
son case, it is alleged, were due to crim!- 
nal negligence or ignorance on the part of 
an employee of the railway company. 
Hankinson was employed as brakeman 
and coupler by the company. At one 
time when an engine was backing up to- 
ward a train to couple with the coaches 
Hankinson was ordered to the tender 
to be ready to make the connection. As 
the engine neared the coaches Hankin- 
son claims he signaled the engineer to 
slacken speed, but the signal was not 
obeyed. He then signaled, he alleges, for 
the engine to stop, to which the engi- 
neer paid no heed. The tender dashed 
into the line of cars, hurling Hankin- 
son against the first coach. He claims to 
have sustained serious interna] injuries 
at this time, for which he now asks dam- 
ages from the railway company. 

The $5,000 suit brought by William B. 
Gray is for the loss of a finger and mang- 
ling of his left hand. The accident oc- 
curred in Jacksonville, Fla., where Gray 
was employed as a switchman and 
coupler by the company. His claim for 
damages is based on the assertion that 
the injuries were received while in the 
performance of his duty and during the 
exercising on his part of all due dili- 
gence and precaution. 

Both Hankinson and Gray are repre- 
sented in these suits by C. T. Ladson, of 
this city. .

TWO STREET CAR ACCIDENTS 


A Horse Killed in Qne and Mule in 
the Other. 


ONE OF THE DRIVERS HURT

A small negro boy was driving a wagon 
end mule dDelonging to W. N. Hawthorne. 
The boy drove on the tracks just as the 
car came along. The wagon was struck 
and the mule was killed. The boy es- 
ceped injury. 

Mctorman Q. P. Strickland and Con- 
ductor M. Ff Harris, of the Railway and 
Power company, and the negro boy were 
arraigned in the recordeér’s court yester- 
day afternoon. The recorder declared the 
ccllision an unavoidable accident, and all 
the cases were dismissed.

RECEIVERSHIP PROCEEDINGS 
AGAINST THE COLLINS BRICK 
COMPANY ARE ENDED—AL- 
LEGATIONS WITHDRAWN. 


The case of Mrs. A. E. Collins against 
L. D. and A. C. Morris and the Collins 
Brick Company has been settled. Ata 
conference of the attorneys this morning 
Mrs. Collins withdrew her bill asking for 
a receiver and also the allegations which 
she had made in the bill that the Morris 
brothers were guilty of fraudulent acts 
and other conduct involving moral tur- 
pitude. 

Mr. A. E. Thornton, who was named 
as the receiver for the company, was Cis- 
missed. The plaintiff in the case was or- 
dered by the court to pay the cost of the 
proceedings as far as they went. 

The case was filed in the superior court 
several weeks ago and at the time it was 
sensational, owing to some of the allega- 
tions which Mrs, Collins made against 
the Morris brothers. It was alleged that 
Mrs. Collins and the Morris’ brothers 
owned equal shares in the brick company. 
She alleged that her husband was elected 
president of the company, but that the 
management of it was taken out of his 
hands by the Messrs. Morris and they 
were .soon in control of the concern tnd 
conducting the business. 

It was alleged that they took a sum of 
money belonging to the company and 
misapplied it; algo that they would rot 
hold a meeting of stockholders when Mrs. 
Collins wished one, but left .the room 
about the time it. was to take place, 

Mrs. Collins alleged that she thought a 


receiver should be appointed to protect 
her interests in the business and prayed 
the court to name one. 

In the order dismissing the case signed 
by Judge Lumpkin, Mrs. Collins expressly 
withdraws all the charges she made 
against the company and the Morris 
brothers and assumed to pay the ccsts 
of the proceedings which she had _ insti- 
tuted. 

The company has on hand contracts for 
making about 7,000,000 brick. The plant 
has a capacity of 100,000 per day.. Many cf 
the bricks to be made are for rebuilding 
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Jacksonviiie, which was recently s0 
badly damaged 
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‘by fire.—Atlanta Journal,
